ANGUS HERD CLASSIFICATION passed another milestone at the board of director's 
meeting in the Association headquarters, St. Joseph, Missouri, on 
June 15, when official approval was givento working out the details 
of the program. Study continues on various aspects of the program 
applying to registered Aberdeen-Angus cattle. One thing is sure: 
Allclassification will be done on avoluntary, self-sustaining basis. 


THOSE CLOSE TO THE STUDY BELIEVE animals will not be classified until they 
are at least 15 months of age. Females probably will have to be 
in production, dropping one or more calves, before they can be 
classified as Excellent, the top category. 


A NEW SCORE CARD slated for further study before adoption by the board will be 
used by classifiers as a standard of excellence. This score card 
and the mechanics of handling records will be thoroughly tested 
before being used officially. 


CORNELL UNIVERSITY provided the site for a meeting of college specialists and 
Angus breeders who drew uprecommendations for the classification 
program. These suggestions gave the board a strong foundation 
for continued study. 


THE CLASSIFICATION COMMITTEE at the Cornell sessionincluded the following:

State College; Prof. R. H. Nelson, Michigan State University;

NATIONAL ATTENTION onthe program is gaining ground. Herd classification 
has been done in registered Aberdeen-Angus herds in New York 
state. But never before by a major beef breed on a national basis. 
Dairy breeds are way ahead of us on this score, having classified 
herds for many years. 


ANGUS OFFICIALS FEELthat the development of the program will inno way change 
the type or the superior beef-making qualities of the breed. But 
this program will assist breeders in obtaining valuable records which 
can become sound guides to the selection of foundation herds and 
herd replacements. Such a program should prove useful by givihg 
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each breeding animal in a herd a uniform, unbiased rating on type. As 
a herd develops, these records should provide a graphic check on its 
progress. 


ASSOCIATION DIRECTORS EMPHASIZED THAT CLASSIFICATION OF ABERDEEN-ANGUS 
on avoluntary basis will not be usedto disqualify any animal from regis- 
tration. This forward step is one further service planned by the Associa- 
tion to give profitable assistance to the individual breeder. 


GRANTS TO THREE INSTITUTIONS as a part of the Association research program provides 
funds for graduate assistantships in dwarfisminsulin studies. The board 
approved grants for Michigan State University, University of Missouri 
College of Agriculture, and Oklahoma State University. 


WESTWARD HO! The Aberdeen-Angus Conference goes west in 1958 to Fresno State 
College, Fresno, California, as a result of the Board's recent approval. 
This location is easily accessible in an area where there's a wide variety 
of agricultural operations (See Bill Roche's informative report in the 
Notes).

These sales 
have experienced many of the growing 
pains of new sales, but they have suc- 
ceeded in grouping large enough con- 
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signments to attract feedlot operators 
from great distances. Feeders from as 
far east as Illinois have purchased cattle 
at these sales. However, the majority 
have gone into the king-sized feedlots of 
California and Arizona where capacities 
of 1,000 to 15,000 head are not uncom- 
mon. 

Several of these feeders have started 
feeding Angus within the last two or 
three years. Favorable comments from 
these men indicate a continued increase 
in demand for good Angus feeders. Last 
fall there was from two to four cents 
per pound difference in the price paid 
for feeder calves of like quality on the 
West Coast and the Midwest. With this 
much spread in cattle prices between the 
West Coast and the Midwest, it is very 
likely that Midwest feeders may find it 
advantageous to ship the extra distance 
in the future. 

From the standpoint of the purebred 
Angus breeder the search for herd bulls 
usually presents a problem. At the 
present time there are herds that have 
the potential to attract nation wide at- 
tention and to produce the kind of bulls 
that will draw buyers from all sections 
of the country. 

One need not look back too many years 
to recall the time when it was said that 
you could not raise and sell herd bulls 
on the East Coast! Many of the top 
cattle from sales in the Midwest and 
East have come to West Coast herds in 
the last two or three years. The value 
of several of these purchases is becoming 
evident in the great improvement seen in 
the quality of the herds and the shows in 
this territory. At the last National 
Western Stock Show at Denver and the 
International Livestock Show at Chicago, 
West Coast herds have met some of the 
country’s top herds and weathered the 
test very well; more will be heard from 
these and other western herds in the 
future. 

The demand from the range man for 
bulls with plenty of scale and bone has 
kept fads and fancies at a minimum. On 
the other hand some breeders have con- 
sidered only the demands of the range 
man to the exclusion of the feeder and 
packer and have bred cattle with scale, 
but perhaps too plain, lacking in quality. 
This condition is being improved as more 
competition between breeders forces the 
use of better herd bulls. The most suc- 
cessful breeders are much more critical 
of the kind of herd bulls they are using 
beth from the standpoint of type and 
pedigree. 

For the breeder who has laid his breed- 
ing plans well and who is interested in 
Angus cattle for a long term business, 
the West Coast offers a real challenge 
and a lot of opportunity. The presence 
of large quantities of by-products, huge 
mountain ranges, vast desert tracts, and

We have just concluded meetings of 
the board of directors and the field staff. 
Every member was in attendance and 
many important subjects were con- 
sidered. The entire group made many 
valuable suggestions for a more com- 
prehensive public relations program.

A progress report was made on the 
herd classification program. The direc- 
tors are considering this program from 
every angle and feel the real benefit of 
herd classification will be its great as- 
sistance to the individual breeder and 
his herd. Many wild tales have been 
started about the program and we urge 
those interested in the breed to reserve 
judgment until the official announce- 
ments come from the association office. 


With the number of sales going over 
the 500 mark each year the national of- 
fice had to discontinue the mailing out 
of sale cards and transfer blanks, filled 
in, according to catalog information. The 
new program calls for the public .rela- 
tions office to mail a questionnaire sheet 
to each sale listed in the breed paper. If 
you want posters for your sale, sale 
cards, and applications for registry and 
transfer, please fill in the blank mailed 
to you. All materials are still available 
at no cost to the breeder or association. 
If your sale date is not listed, a request 
to the office will bring the needed sale 
supplies. However, please remember the 
request must come from you. 


Field days are now in full swing. 
There are going to be a number who will 
not have a fieldman or staff member 
present. This is due to the many con- 
flicts which result when the fieldman is 
not consulted as to his available dates. 
A little consideration in regard to dates 
would make it possible for the associa- 
tion to take part in the program of your 
local promotion events. 


Weather conditions this spring have 
been rugged in many sections. However, 
most people are of the opinion they 
would rather try and get along with an 
excess of moisture than the drouth con- 
ditions of past years. There is an 
abundance of grass and hay in many 
states where there have been acute 
shortages. The commercial] cattleman is 


most enthusiastic about the prospects for 
bigger, heavier and a strong demand for 
feeder calves. A number of contracts 
for fall delivery have been made at 
steady to strong prices with last fall. 
One of the large commercial sales in 
Texas had to be cancelled. There was 
grass and ranchers were holding onto 
their she-stock. Replacement pairs are 
selling at a marked increase, that in- 
crease will be sure to follow in the pure- 
bred market. 


The proposed changes in the standard 
show classification for 1958 are being 
mailed to about 600 exhibitors. We do 
not have a complete list of those who ex- 
hibited last year. If you fail to get a 
copy and are interested, please write this 
office. The show classification commit- 
tee is anxious to have the opinion of 
those who will show in 1958. The major 
changes are in the age of two-year-old 
bulls, adding a summer senior yearling 
bull class and returning the 3-bull and 
2-bull groups to the show. There are no 
changes in the female classes. They also 
seek opinion as to whether the get-of- 
sire classes should be owned by exhibi- 
tor. These are important changes and 
your opinion will be helpful to the com- 
mittee. 


We noticed a report of a state meeting 
where the president was voted the power 
to select a delegate to the annual meet- 
ing in Chicago. No state association or 
officer has that right. The delegates to 
our annual meetings must be elected by 
ballot. Nominations are now being made 
and your ballots will be mailed as soon 


as possible after August 1. Your ballot 
must be signed and returned to this of- 
fice by October 1. As this is written 
1,040 nomination blanks have been re- 
ceived. To date there are no delegates 
nominated from Delaware, Maine and 
Utah, each is entitled to 2 votes in the 
annual meeting. 


At the end of May there were 125,901 
registrations, 110,832 transfers, 1,729 
new members and 356 junior members. 
A year ago the figures were 127,012, 
110,323, 1,701 and 292. Who said Angus 
breeders had lost confidence? 
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The Long Look Ahead—

One might write a few paragraphs about the look ahead for 
the Angus breeder and confine himself to Angus cattle, what 
they can produce, their value on the market, their contribution 
to agriculture in general and a few such figures. However, I 
choose to talk about the “look ahead” not only as to how it 
affects Angus cattle alone, but the “look ahead” for this coun- 
try of ours and perhaps a sentence or two concerning the 
place Angus cattle might have in the future of America. 


I used the homily illustration in a talk one time about the 
necessity of looking back occasionally as one looks ahead and 
likened it to the building of a fence. The only way one can 
start at a given point and reach a pre-determined point in 
building a fence is, of course, to build the fence out, always 
going forward; however, in order to assure the fence is built 
in a straight line and will arrive at the desired point, it’s im- 
perative that the builder occasionally turns and sites back on 
that part of the fence already constructed. So also, in the 
look ahead we occasionally look back to where we have been. 
This will not necessarily determine where we will go but it 
will, to some degree, influence our direction. 


As we look back at farming and all agricultural pursuits, 
the breeding of beef cattle and, particularly, the breeding of 
Angus cattle as it existed in this country 50 years ago and 
then note where we are today we can easily see that our op- 
portunities today are much greater than they were 50 years 
ago. For that matter, even twenty-five to thirty years ago, 
when the McHenrys, the Tolans, the Fullertons, and others, 
were building the breed, when they were more or less alone, 
the thing that carried them through was a deep love of the 
breed of cattle they were working with, the knowledge of 
things other than cattle, the deep conviction of the “rightness” 
of their cause, and a firm belief they would prosper. Are we 
less sure of our abilities and ourselves; are we less sure of 
the future of the United States, are we less sure of the future 
of beef cattle and of Angus cattle than were the pioneers of 50 
years ago’ If we are, then I think we need to take another 
look and perhaps pick something other than farming and 
cattle raising as a life’s work. 

It has been said there is nothing quite so breath-taking as 
the possibilities of the future that lie ahead of us in this good 
year of 1957. Think of these United States with its con- 


stantly increasing population, with its expanding economy,

with its growing sense of its destiny among nations, and with 
its freedom for every individual. When a man looks about 
him and gives thought to a future such as this he cannot be 
anything but optimistic. We hear a great deal nowadays 
about the under-developed countries of the world. We know, 
or we should know, that as the economic level of the world im- 
proves ours will likewise improve. We know, or we should 
know, if the rest of the world is destitute we cannot, as some- 
one has so aptly said, remain for long an oasis of prosperity in 
a desert of want. 


We need also to remember, I think, that it isn’t only the 
dollar income of our people that makes the future look so 
bright. It’s the deepening, boiling, bubbling energy and as- 
pirations of we Americans, so happily placed in a country 
which is still a pioneer in the field of individual opportunities. 


So, the future of Angus cattle, or the “look ahead” is some- 
thing that cannot be discussed outside the general upsurge of 
improved conditions not only in our own land but in lands 
around the world. I’ve indicated on other occasions that it is 
necessary when we talk about a breed of cattle that we talk 
about the people who are associated with that breed. Although 
the potential of Angus cattle is great, the expression of that 
potential will depend on the breeders. We need to realize that 
only a human being can energize and express values that can 
be passed from generation to generation. 


I’ve already indicated that there is a continuing rise in the 
standard of living in the United States and there is a con- 
tinuing and expanding demand for a higher type food in all 
areas of production but particularly in animal products. More, 
there is a continuing and expanding demand for men who 
know and love their business. This type of man has unlimited 
opportunities to continue to expand his business and this man’s 
look into the future is one of unparalled brightness. He needs 
only to consider the increasing population of this country, the 
fact that the diet of the American people is changing from 
cereals to animal products and he cannot help but be aware 
that he has an opportunity today to help fashion Angus cattle 
in the direction that will make it fit into the economy of the 
future such as he has never had before. If he is smart enough 
to know what kind of cattle will be most profitable and most in 
demand twenty to twenty-five years hence then his future is 
doubly assured.

The Long Look Ahead .. .

In the early days of 
livestock improvement in 
America individual breed- 
ers provided all the pub- 
licity and promotion for 
each breed, just as they do 
today. There were no as- 
sociations or publications devoting full time 
to beef improvement projects.

Each breed association was created to pro- 
vide a specific service for their members. The 
American Aberdeen-Angus Association was 
founded, by pioneer breeders, to provide an 
official headquarters to record ownership of 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle. This publication was 
founded to provide breeders of Aberdeen-Angus 
their own magazine devoted to publicizing this 
particular breed. 


Those men who founded our Association and 
made possible this publication were the lead- 
ers who were concerned with the problems of 
their own day and who realized that by joining 
hands with other Aberdeen-Angus breeders they 
could provide specific services that would be 
important factors in the progress made by the 
breed. 


To the individual breeder must go the credit 
for the phenomenal growth in popularity of our 
breed. The responsibility for good breed 
publicity rests with individual breeders who 
provide the facts required for the publicity 
and promotional programs today, just as the 
individual breeders provided success stories 
used as the basis for all past publicity. 


In years past breeders of livestock have 
faced serious production problems, but these 
were always solved and the production of live- 
stock continued to add to the agricultural 
economy of this country. There were minor dis- 
tractions and a few major ones, such as the 
method related to the control of "Bang's" 
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when that disease seemed to be a major prob- 
lem. 


Those of you who were breeding cattle at the 
time will remember the livestock industry had 
gone through a "test and slaughter” program to 
control TB in cattle, a program so drastic that 
in the mid-west the National Guard was called 
out to keep law and order and to protect the of- 
ficials testing the herds. 


The same "test and slaughter" method of con- 
trol used to eradicate TB carriers was offi- 
cially announced as the proceduce to be fol- 
lowed in elimination of "Bang's" and it was not 
a particularly happy period for the folks en- 
gaged in the production of quality livestock. 


I remember that Dad Hahne, founder of this 
publication, was one editor who used every 
means to attract attention to the plan to con- 
trol "Bang's" by vaccination. Feelings ran 
high and the camps were divided during this 
period but when the facts were in the hands of 
the breeders the "test and slaughter" method 
was abandoned with the advent of Strain 19 to 
provide an approved vaccine for all states. 


Recently the problem of "Dwarfism" was well 
on the way to being developed into a major 
problem. While the individual breeders were 
not to blame for some strange genetic quirk 
responsible for the birth of abnormal calves 
they were faced with a loss of revenue from 
the operation of their herds. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Journal, intent upon 
giving the readers all the facts possible con- 
cerning the problem, started a series concern- 
ing genetics and while these articles were ap- 
pearing in the Journal another "test and 
Slaughter" program was advocated. The breed- 
ers were not too impressed by this "Kill the 
Bull" program and it lost ground as the Journal 
Started to release material concerning nutri- 
tion and suggested (Continued on page 211

notes from the Fieldmen 
FROM THE MIDWEST... 


Proof that there is a growing interest 
among young people in Michigan in rais- 
ing, feeding and showing beef cattle was 
demonstrated at Merrie Meadow Farm, 
South Lyon, June 15. The occasion was 
the second annual Beef Field Day for 
4-H and FFA boys and girls, put on by 
the Michigan Motorland Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. Over one-hundred 
youngsters came from six counties. This 
far exceeded the number attending last 
year. 

Evidence that a talk by Val Brun- 
gardt, junior activities fieldman, Ameri- 
can Angus Association, was clearly un- 
derstood and demonstrated was the fact 
that there were three ties for first place 
and four for second in a judging contest 
on four of Merrie Meadow’s senior year- 
ling Angus heifers. 

After this event Brungardt gave a 
commentary on fitting and preparing an 
animal for a show ring, while Phil 
Smith, Jr., worked a heifer he intends to 
exhibit at the local fairs this summer. 
Next came a demonstration on “show- 
ring pointers” by Phil Smith, Jr., and 
Fritz Lutz. Mr. Brungardt assisted by 
pointing out to the audience the things 
to remember when the animal is out in 
front of the judges. 
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Another feature of the program was a 
demonstration and discussion on feeding 
a beef animal, both commercially and for 
showring by Stephen Smith. The pro- 
gram was closed with the awarding of 
prizes for the judging contest and the 
drawing for a purebred Angus heifer 
which Michigan Motorland Association 
donated. 

The winner of the heifer was David 
Jonckheere of Howell, Michigan, who 
only six weeks ago decided to switch 
from dairy to beef animals. 


About 250 Kansas Aberdeen-Angus 
breeders were at the Allen County Fair- 
grounds, Iola, Kansas, June 4, to attend 
the annual field day of the Southeast 
Kansas Angus Association. 

Leonard Rude, Parsons, president, pre- 
sided over the program which began at 
11:00 a. m. Featured speaker was Pro- 
fessor Lewis Holland of Kansas State 
College, who discussed the progress in 
beef cattle research at Kansas State. 
Glen Pickett, livestock sanitary commis- 
sioner, Topeka, explained the brucellosis 
program in Kansas. Jess Cooper and 
Val Brungardt, fieldmen, American 
Angus Association, and John Barton, 
secretary, Kansas Angus Association, 
described the organization of calf sales. 

Wilbur Levering, farm reporter for 
WIBW-TV, Topeka, acted as official 
judge and discussed Angus cattle in a 
type demonstration. 

After completion of the program the 
board of directors held a meeting to dis- 
cuss the possibility of a calf club sale 
this fall.

“Many present day winners feel ‘like 
a board’ and it is almost impossible to 
grasp their hides.”

In the same issue another well 
known Angus personage defended 
the trend toward younger show cattle 
and the elimination of the aged bull 
and cow classes by the Association. 
“What we want is the perfect breed- 
ing animal to be the same age as the 
perfect baby beef and few animals 
that are winners at this age will be 
winners at 4 and 5 years of age.” 


The authors?—George Edwards of 
lowa State College feeding fame and 
George Porteous, now in Maryland, 
who has bred and fed his share of 
purple ribbon winners. Fortunately 
for the breed both men are still ac- 
tively interested in better Angus. 


Nothing brought up in Anaus cir- 
cles in recent years has generated the 
back-of-the-barn conversation that has 
grown out of the herd classification 
proposal. Some are afraid that the 
classifiers would be too hard on their 
cattle. We don’t think so if the men 
are competent to start with and have 
worked together. 


Hardly an exact parallel—but inter- 
esting—is a report from the University 
of Maryland on bull gain and scoring 
work in that state. In addition to of- 
ficial weighing at regular periods 
three men from the University also 
score the bulls during the weighing 
sessions. On one group of calves the 
scorers agreed 34 per cent of the time 
with the official score; were close 
enough 51 per cent of the time so 
that their was only very minor disa- 
greement, and failed to match the of- 
ficial score 1 out of 7 times. On the 
“missed” scores it was a case of not 
agreeing within a full scoring unit. 
In only 2 out of 292 times on these 
“misses” were the three men more 
than one unit apart. 


As _ cracker-box subdivisions and 
new superhighways spread out they 
invariably take the level, hioh- 
producing land. In the last 10 years 
millions of acres of our best land 
have been removed from production 
for all time. Apparently we have 
iust seen the start of it as far as new 
highway construction is concerned. 


Granted that we have crop sur- 
pluses now some economists believe 
that we are fast approaching the 
point—thanks to a fact growing popu- 
lation and land removal—when feed- 
ing our population will be a problem. 
Great Britain has been at that stage 
for some time. And for that reason 
adopted some years aao the very 
strinaent land use law—approved bv 
maior farm aroups—under which land 
not farmed to its full advantaae can 
be taken away from its onverator after 
a fair warnina. Of the 275,000 far- 
mers in England and Wales 4,000 
have been placed under supervision 
because of poor farmina practices. Of 
this latter number 376 have been dis- 
possessed. 


Can a 1,000 pound critter be pro- 
duced on nothing but its mother’s 
milk—and hay—in 15 months? Theo- 
retically it can be, says Colorado State 
University experiment station men, 
with the “if” in the program the qual- 
ity of the hay and grass available. But 
it will take an increase in the crude 
protein available from 8 per cent (the 
average for mountain meadow native 
grasses) to 13 per cent in improved, 
higher tonnage varieties.

The time was when most Angus herds were geared to a 
production-and-sales program in which females brought in the 
bulk of income. Bull numbers, and income, were held to a 
minor role—a few of the better ones were kept for bulls, the 
rest went for club steers. The surplus heifers carried the herd. 
Today we are living in a new era. More and more herds are 
looking to better merchandising of the bull calf crop. 

So let’s visit a larger Angus breeding establishment geared 
entirely to a bull sales program. The better end of the heifers 
go into expanding the registered herd; those not so fancy go 
into the commercial operations of the ranch. Only the better 
bulls are sold. 

This Angus “bull ranch” is Essar Ranch of San Antonio, 
Texas. The name “Essar” is well known in Angus circles. For 
many years a top registered herd was maintained and a favor- 
able show and sales record was made. With the sale of this 
herd—containing many females of popular families—to Ker- 
Mac Angus Farm of Oklahoma did not signal the end of Tom 
Slick’s interest in Angus cattle. But it did signal a change in 
type of operation more closely bordering on the commercial in

of room for Angus expansion—there is 
room for the Angus females produced. 

The present Essar registered Angus 
herd numbers 700 females of breeding 
age. Plans call for its expansion so that 
400 to 500 range bulls can be selected 
annually. Bulk of the present cow herd 
came from Iowa, South Dakota, Minne- 
sota and Kansas. Cows were purchased in 
groups of 10 to 60. The cows were select- 
ed strictly on their conformation as beef 
producers—substance, roominess natural 
fleshing and their ability to raise a calf 
without outside aid. 

Manager Les Ljungdah! pointed out a 
great-bodied, smooth, breedy looking cow 
as the Essar ideal for foundation mate- 
rial. “We weighed her the other day. She 
has been caring for a big burly, bull calf 
for five months, yet she weighed right at 
1,500 pounds.” Granted that she was 
larger than some of our show judges go 
for this Essar cow also proved the point 
that larger cows do not have to be long 
legged, coarse, plain or “horsey” looking. 
They can still be feminine and can still 
be typy. 

Since Essar is a “bull ranch” we did 
not spend too much time with the cow 
herd except to see how it was handled, 
and to note the generally high quality. 
What we were interested in was the sons 
of the cows we had seen, how they are 
handled from weaning on, and how they 
were coming. 

The time has long past—if indeed it 
ever existed—when a tallowy, highly fit- 
ted bull not good enough for a registered 
herd could be palmed off as a “range 
bull.”” So we were interested in seeing 
how Les Ljungdahl, with his long ex-

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Aberdeen-Angus Triumph 
at Royal Highland Show 
Inter-Breed Win 


The Aberdeen-Angus breed again triumphed in the inter- 
breed contest at the Royal Highland Show, which ended at 
Dundee, Scotland, on June 21. The Show, which was attended 
by Her Royal Highness Queen Elizabeth, the Queen Mother, 
was outstanding for the excellent showing of the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed. This section was the strongest in the show and 
was described as being one of the finest ever seen at a High- 
land Show. The breed was, of course, appearing in one of its 
twin native counties. 


The Aberdeen-Angus Supreme Champion was Boots’ Farms’ 
Ballot of Belladrum, a two-year-old bull being shown for the 
first time. Though not in full condition, having been in use 
up to a short time before his appearance, the champion was 
greatly admired for his breed character, smoothness and mas- 
culine head. An offer of £20,000 was recently refused by his 
owners for this great bull, which was bred by Lt. Col. E. G. H. 
Merry of Belladrum, Beauly, Inverness-shire, and was sired by 
Paragon of Haymount, out of a cow by Esperanza of Canda- 
craig. 


Reserve Supreme Champion was the leading female, Major 
J. B. Gordon-Duffs’ three-year-old cow, Even Girl 3d of Co- 
bairdy, a well-known show animal, of good substance and even 
fleshing. She was the winner of the Supreme award at the 
Smithfield Fat Stock show in 1955, the 1956 Royal Northern 
Show Champion, and a first prize winner at the 1956 Royal 
Show. She is by Phylial of Cobairdy. 


The Supreme and Reserve Champions were joined in the 
Aberdeen-Angus inter-breed team by the first and second prize 
winners in the two-year-old heifer class.

Home of 2 Champions 
A Visit to Meadow Lane Farm 


For a man who traded a bulldozer for some Angus heifers 
seven years ago Carlo Paterno and the Meadow Lane Herd has 
come “a far piece” in a relatively short time. We don’t recall 
of any herds of a comparable age where two International 
grand champion bulls are in service. Nor have we before seen 
a cow herd deeper in quality assembled to give the two cham- 
pions—Ankonian 3216th and O. Bardoliermere—full oppor- 
tunity to make more Angus history. 


The start of the interest in Angus, Carlo Paterno admits, 
stemmed from the success of a production sale of a friend and 
neighbor, Gifford Cochran. Before that the Meadow Lane own- 
er had been breeding Thoroughbreds, and with some success, 
But the cost of getting a yearling ready for sale, and the sale 
returns, made the “Angus Avenue” of livestock production look 
like a considerably smoother road. While the Meadow Lane 
owner is still interested in horses he has become an avid Doddie 
enthusiast. “Good Angus are still the soundest investment you 
can have on a farm. And breeding better Angus is a most 
interesting and challenging job.” 


So in the fall of 1950 the aforementioned bulldozer was 
traded to Red Shield Farm for some Angus heifers. From 
here on things started happening fast—Angus-wise. A bull 
was needed for the new herd and early in 1951 he was bought. 
At nearby Ankony Farm was a young fellow, sired by the In- 
ternational champion Eileenmere 1032d and out of a Miss Bur- 
gess daughter of the champion Glencarnock Eric of Cremona. 
Offered in the production sale that year he went to Cochran 
and Paterno at $16,250. The price was more than either man 
had figured on paying. One man already had a good breeding 
bull, the other was just getting started and had only a hand- 
ful of heifers. 


Shown once in 1951 Ankonian 3216th made a strong show- 
ing at the Dutchess county fair but at the New York State 
Fair bruised a hoof and had to be taken home without showing 
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and it was six months before he was 
walking normally. As soon as his lame- 
ness left he was put to work in the Pa- 
terno herd which in the meantime had 
added some more females. 


In 1952 he had developed into a most 
impressive bull—weighing over the ton 
mark. His first showing was at the East- 
ern National at Timonium where he was 
first prize two-year old, senior champion 
and grand champion, A short time later 
was “the big one” at Chicago where An- 
konian 3216th took the same honors. 


We can recall no other herds which 
have owned an International champion, 
or a half of a champion, after having 
been established only two years. But this 
was the record of Meadow Lane. This 
position also posed some problems for a 
new, small herd, Mrs. Paterno, who takes 
an active interest in the cattle opera- 
tions recalls that “we faced the problem 
of buying extra females at a period when 
good ones were hard to buy.” Of the cat- 
tle purchased during this period many 
have since been replaced with heifers 
more nearly the quality and breeding of 
the champion, and of O. Bardoliermere, 
in which a half-interest was purchased 
later. 


But in the meantime Meadow Lane 
had a spark group of calves by Ankon- 
ian 3216th sired during the period when 
he was incapitated from showing in the 
fall and winter of 1951-52. But 14 of 
these were lost in a barn fire in the late 
winter of 1953. It was a tough blow and 
one that set back the reputation of 
“3216th” as the breeding bull, he has 
proven to be. 


Since that time Mr. Paterno purchased 
the other half interest of Ankonian 
3216th. The herd has been shaped up by 
judicious purchases until today it is one 
of high quality and unusual uniformity. 
Some of the cattle added have been from 
Scotland. Four were bought at Perth 
this year, as we recall it, including a 
Cherry Blossom that won her class in 
Scotland. Three of the imported cows are

daughters of the great breeding bull, 
Pearlstone of Gaidrew. 


While the Meadow Lane herd has a 
lot of “family” cattle they were not 
bought on that basis. Rather individual 
excellence has always been first—cows 
with breediness, quality and substance. 
We don’t recall of having seen more 
great bodied, wide backed and deep 
quartered cows than graze the Meadow 
Lane pastures. And their calves by the 
two International champions are what 
one would expect. Two great cows were 
singled out. They were about to calve— 
one to “3216th”, the other to O. Bardo- 
liermere. We were told they had come 
from the Gauger Brothers herd in South 
Dakota. Breedy headed, with powerful 
bodies and wide backs they 
every evidence of being great milkers. 
“Those old girls can raise their own 
calves without any outside assistance,” 
we were told by Manager Lyle Duncan.

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Pur NOTIFICATION that a testimo- 
nial dinner, sponsored by the Yakima 
Angus Assoeiation, was to be given for 
me at our old home at Yakima, Wash- 
ington, came as a pleasant surprise to 
Mrs. Battles and myself. And we joyous- 
ly started making plans at once for the 
visit to the place where we had spent 
twenty-five happy and colorful years. 
It was here that in 1916 I took thirty 


Angus females and a bull, the founda- 
tion of the Congdon and Battles herd, 
the history of which is well known to 
students of Angus breeding. It was here 
that the first Angus herd West of the 
Rocky Mountains was established which 
opened the way to the vast Angus em- 
pire which we now have on the West 
Coast. It was here that for more than 
two decades many of the Angus show 
herds that made breed history through- 
out the United States and Canada were 
fitted and sent on their long journeys to 
demonstrate the merits of Angus cattle. 

Little wonder that we looked forward 
to returning to this environment after 
having been away from it for more than 
ten years. And since our recent return to 
our present home in California, we look 
back with pleasant memories to our two 
weeks sojourn in the community where 
we once made our home and where we 
have so many loyal friends, And let me 
turn aside for a moment to express my 
views on friendship. It has been my ob- 
servation in my mingling with many 


people of different nationalities, differ- | 


ent races and different creeds that live- 
stock people as a class, wherever one 
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meets them and under whatever circum- 
stances, are a friendly people and there 
is never any difficulty in establishing 
friendships with either the little known 
person or the famous, The discussion of 
livestock subjects furnishes a common 
ground for friendship and establishes a 
bond not easily broken. I have had the 
privilege of having many valued friends 
in the livestock world and I never had 
one who was not kind, and if need be, 
helpful, As an example, Dick Hahne, edi- 
tor of the Angus Journal, came all the 
way from Webster City, Iowa to make 
the main speech at the testimonial 
dinner. 

These are the kind of people with 
whom we were happy to renew our

friendships in Yakima and at the same 
time we made new friends particularly 
among the new Angus breeders who have 
started in the business since we left 
there. And the number of them amazed 
us. 


As I looked over the people seated at 
the tables at the dinner on May Ist, 1957, 
some of whom had traveled hundreds of 
miles to be there and most of whom 
were in some way interested in Angus 
cattle, my thoughts went back to 1916 
when not only was there no one in that 
part of the country interested in Angus 
cattle, it was difficult to find anyone 
who even knew what they were. I 
thought of the discouragements which 
met us there which were so difficult to 
overcome. I thought of one instance in 
particular of a prominent breeder of an- 
other beef breed, with whom I had form- 
ed a friendship a few years earlier at the 
Alaska Yukon Exposition at Seattle, con- 
scientiously telling me that we were 
making a mistake in trying to introduce 
Angus cattle to that part of the country. 
He said there was no place for them any- 
where West of the Rocky Mountains and 
he gave me some of his reasons which I 


felt at the time were not tenable and 
which later on, by actual test, proved to 
be unsound. 


Last summer I wrote about a trip to 
our Eastern Iowa farm by automobile in 
which I told of some of the changes we 
observed along the way in comparison 
to earlier years. Particularly noticeable 
was the increase in the number of Angus 
cattle that were visible on farms and 
ranges all along the way. And this same 
condition was apparent, if anything even 
more so, on our recent visit to Washing- 
ton State, Not having made this trip for 
six years there had been changes in a lot 
of things. This was particularly true of 
the town of Yakima which, when we left 
there ten years ago, had a population of 
about twenty thousand and now boasts 
over fifty thousand inhabitants, And the 
little village of Moses Lake nearby which 
had no more than around one hundred 
people, is now a city of over twelve thou- 
sand, and Richland, the mother town of 
the Hanford project, has grown from a 
few people and a post office to a city of 
one hundred thousand. And the same 
thing is more or less true of other small 
towns and villages in that area. This 
condition is typical, of course, of the 
whole West Coast. But it seems to me 
that it is more exemplified in that re- 
gion no doubt largely because of the 
great Coulee Dam which makes the wa- 
ters of the mighty Columbia available 
for both power and irrigation. Thousands 
of acres of that great fertile plateau be- 
tween Yakima and Spokane and adjoin- 
ing the Columbia river which, when we 
were there, only grew sagebrush and 
greasewood, now has become one of the 
most highly productive tracts of land in 
the world all because of its great thirst 
for water has been quenched by the ir- 
rigation system made possible by the 
world’s greatest dam. And it also made 
possible the building and maintenance of 
the great atomic plant at Hanford a few 
miles from Yakima. The vastness of this 
development is known only to few peo- 
ple, of course, but it is common knowl- 
edge that the enterprise extends all 
along the banks of the Columbia River 
for many miles, both above and below 
the surface. 


When Congdon and Battles started 
breeding Angus cattle at Yakima in 1916, 
despite the discouragements and adverse 
opinions which prevailed, I had visions 
of some day seeing Angus cattle by the 
thousands scattered over the ranges and 
irrigated pastures of the West. I even 
was optimistic enough to believe that the 
Angus would some day be the dominate 
beef breed on the West Coast. I felt it 
was so well adapted to meeting the con- 
ditions of the West due to its early in- 
vironment in Northeast Scotland that 
nothing could stop its advancement once 
its progress got underway. I was ridi- 
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culed then even by members of our 
own breed organization. Strange ag it 
may seem, many Angus breeders of 
those days, most of whom were located 
in the Mid-west, seemed to share more 
or less the views of their rivals of the 
other beef breeds that Angus cattle were 
not suitable for roughing it. They were 
all right for the lush pastures and the 
feed lots of the Mid-west, but they would 
not thrive under the conditions that 
would confront them on the rugged ter- 
rain of Western ranges. 

Although I had never had any actual 
experience in producing cattle under 
range conditions, I could not help but 
feel that the breed which had developed 
so magnificiently under the harsh condi- 
tions of their native environment in 
Northeast Scotland, would do well under 
similar conditions in our own country. 
And time certainly has proved that this 
reasoning was correct. 

If any more proof of this statement is 
necessary, all one would need to do 
would be to drive, as we so recently did, 
from Southern California to the produc- 
tively rich Yakima Valley of Washing- 
ton, original home of the breed on the 
West Coast. Just from the roadside alone, 
Angus cattle are in evidence practically 
the whole length of this Coast area. And 
the same thing is true to an even greater 
extent further inland. 

Another good proof of the great pop- 
ularity of Angus cattle now in the West 
is the fact that they are still difficult to 
obtain from the commercial angle. Some 
‘ commercial producers who would like to 
have Angus are having to accept other 
breeds simply because there are not 
nearly enough commercial Angus avail- 
able. 

In past articles I have written of some 
of our early experiences with Angus cat- 
tle on the West Coast and have told how 
at first they were considered as a novel- 
ty rather than as a practical proposition 
and that the shows had no class for 
them. Contrast this with the fact that 
while we were at Yakima recently, I at- 
tended a show of 4-H and FFA exhibi- 
tors which would do credit to any such 
show I had ever seen in any part of the 
United States, Angus entries were both 
outstanding in quality and in numbers. 
It will not be difficult to imagine the 
satisfaction it gave me to have the priv- 
ilege at.the banquet given for these 
youthful exhibitors to present to the 
highest winner, a boy with an Angus 
steer good enough to go any place, the 
trophy, sponsored by Dr. Willard Dur- 
flinger, which has been established per- 
manently in my honor for this purpose. 
This incident again turned my thoughts 
back to those early days of the breed 
when it would have been impossible to 
find one Angus steer suitable for win- 
ning in any kind of competition in the

We have selected our 2() best producing, best in pedigree and best in quality. 
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The end of June brought the curtain 
down on the first half of 1957 and these 
first six months found stockmen and 
farmers alike enjoying a much improved 
price picture than the corresponding six 
months of last year. 

Figures during the first half of this 
year showed that cattle during this 
period brought $177 per head as com- 
pared with the $164 per head in the like 
period a year ago. Hogs also showed 
a substantial increase when they sold at 
$41 per head against the $32 figure in 
1956. Sheep and lambs were only up 
$2.00 from the first half of 1956 at 
$21.00. 

The June period saw the average price 
of all steers reach $23.00, setting a new 
peak for this year and sending steer and 
yearling prices to their highest position 
in seven months. Slaughter steers were 
more than holding their own during the 
forepart of June when a sudden hot spell 
set in across the nation, especially in the 
heavy populated areas of the middle 
West and along the Eastern seaboard. 

This hot and humid weather slowed 
action considerably in wholesale houses 
which in turn resulted in a sharp reduc- 
tion in shipping orders here. Steers, 
particularly with weight and grading 
average choice and above, felt the full 
brunt of this middle-of-the month set- 
back. However, this warm-spell was 
shortlived and the return of cooler 
weather late in the month brought about 
renewed interest in the steer and year- 
ling trade. The late price upsurge just 
before the close found sales finishing 
anywhere from strong to $1.00 higher 
for the month, with some steers selling 
as much as $1.50 higher. 


The steer average of $23.00 compares

steers grading high, good to choice 
which sold from $21.50 to $24.00. Steers 
arriving here from west of the Missouri 
river were of only moderate numbers. 
The bulk of these “Westerns” generally 
averaged above 1250 lbs., grading aver- 
age to high choice along with a few 
prime, that sold from $23.00 to $25.00. 


The fair market returns to most pro- 
ducers cannot seem to compensate for 
the rather high costs of replacements at 
the present time. Stocker and feeder 
markets reported country demand for 
the replacement cattle very limited, with 
the action continuing dull throughout the 
June period. 


Most choice stockers sold well above 
the $21.50 mark, some up as high as 
$23.00 or better. Choice quality steer 
calves moved into feedlots at $23.50 and 
up. 

The caution that cattlemen are show- 
ing in the building up of their stock this 
year was related in a recent report 
showing that the first five months of 
this year farmers of the nine Corn Belt 
states have purchased only four per cent 
more cattle and calves than in these 
same months a year ago, but eight per 
cent fewer than two years ago. The buy 
for the first five months of this year 
stands at 1,183,233 head as compared 
with the 1,040,228 a year ago and 
1,185,505 head two years ago. The report 
also related that the costs of feeding 
steers so far this year was $2.00 a hun- 
dred pounds above a year ago. 

While stockmen and finishers were 


showing this tendency to hold back just 
a bit in replenishing their herds, they 
were most fortunate in having the best 
grazing conditions in some years. Many 
reported that the grass was the best 
they have ever seen, particularly in the 
West and Southwest. The dropping of 
stocker and feeder shipments became 
very apparent as the out-movement from 
the ten Corn Belt markets proved the 
smallest in some time. Many ranches 
and farms are carrying fewer replace- 
ments, herds having been depleted dur- 
ing the recent drouth. With the dry spell 
now broken, and it was just recently that 
the Weather Bureau finally made it of- 
ficial, growers are inclined to retain 
their present numbers to take full ad- 
vantage of the plush grass and once 
again rebuild their herds. 


A good part of the late price recovery 
in fat steers in June was brought about 
by a reduction in steer volume. The June 
movement totaled near the 192,000 mark, 
the second smallest monthly total so far 
this year and compares with the 223,547 
head shipped in here the previous month. 
Steer volume for the first half of 1957 
was running 1,254,900, the fifth year in 
a row in which the movement of finished 
steers into the Chicago Market for the 
first six months pushed past the million 
mark. 


The steady to firm price tone noted 
on finished steers this past month is 
expected to hold through July, with a 
good possibility that rates may firm 
even more so in the early Fall. 

Hog producers didn’t have to take a

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Outlook for cattlemen is improving. 
That’s the consensus here in Washington 
of forecasters, both those inside and out- 
side of the government. 


Fed cattle prices, say USDA prog- 
nosticators, are likely to “continue steady 
to stronger for the next several months.” 
The department adds, however, that 
seasonal declines are in prospect for 
lower grades. 


The feed situation is encouraging. 
Production of feed drops will be heavy, 
providing the weather continues favor- 
able. In this case, say official fore- 
casters, feed crop prices promise to con- 
tinue lower than a year ago. 


Farmers take considerable public 
blame for being the special beneficiaries 
of government checks. But what are the 
facts? 


Over the long haul, both business and 
veterans have received greater subsidy 
outlays than agriculture. Official figures 
show that in the 7-year fiscal period 
of 1949-55— 


Business received more than $5% bil- 
lion in “government aids and special 
services.” 


Veterans more than $32% billion. 
Farmers $3% billion. 


Labor about $1% billion. 


Not so incidentally, the above figure 
for business does not include many in- 
direct government aids—such as fast tax 
write offs. Effect of the write off, or ac- 
celerated tax amortization, is to allow 
companies interest-free loans in the 
form of deferred taxes. Cost to the U. 
S. Treasury, since the write off was 
started in 1950, has been estimated by 
government officials at $3 billion. 


Business, along with agriculture, is al- 
lowed special tax exemptions for partic- 
ular purposes judged to be in the public 
interest. 


Most of agriculture’s subsidies are due 
to government losses on price supports. 
These losses have been high in the last 
couple of years of declining farm prices 
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By JAY RICHTER 


und increasing costs. Direct aids to 
farmers therefore have been higher 
lately than those for business. 


But in the long run, and taking in- 
direct assistance into account, business is 
subsidized to a considerably greater ex- 
tent than agriculture. 


Under some conditions, USDA re- 
searchers report, wintering calves can 
get by on very little protein supplement. 
Results of tests at USDA’s big research 
center in Beltsville, Md., say the scien- 
tists, indicate that calves “can subsist 
on low-quality forage, typical of that 
found on many winter ranges, plus a 
small amount of protein supplement 
without adverse effects on future pro- 
ductivity.” 


The researchers found that as little 
as 3/10s of a pound of digestible protein 
daily for as long as six months was 
enough to keep 400-pound calves going 
on maintenance rations. Recovery of the 
animals, the scientists said, was quick 
and profitable. 


In the experiments to establish mini- 
mum protein requirements, eight dif- 
ferent pelleted rations were fed to 11 
pairs of six-month-old identical twin 
calves for six months, One animal of 
each pair was fed a low-protein diet, the 
other twin a higher protein diet. 


Special emergency payments to ranch- 
men to defer grazing on drought-stricken 
range are now definitely out the window. 
Both Congress and the President ap- 
proved the idea, but then the rains came 
in many drought states. Result was that 
the lawmakers have decided against vot- 
ing the needed funds for the program. 
Meantime, however, say USDA officials, 
usual deferred-grazing practice payments 
will be made under the Agricultural 
Conservation Program by county ASC 
committees in drought areas. 


Safety of the nation’s meat and other 
foods in the atomic age is receiving 
mounting attention in Washington. Com- 
missioner George P. Larrick of the Food 


WASHINGTON 


& Drug Administration revealed recently 
that studies to arrive at safe radiation 
tolerances already have been started. 


Farmers and the food industry are to 
be intimately involved in nuclear energy 
development. As nuclear reactors are 
built, for instance, food processing plants 
that may be affected by waste products 
from power plants will be surveyed by 
the government. Purposes, among others: 
(1) to be sure that radioactivity of in- 
coming raw materials such as the water 
supply is within limits of safety, and 
(2) to assure that radioactivity is not 
concentrated by processing plant oper- 
ations. 


The program to establish safe radi- 
ation tolerances involves both animal 
feeding and chemical anaylsis. Several 
hundred samples of a variety of canned 
foods, packed prior to 1945, have been 
assembled by Food & Drug to use in 
testing. Purpose is to gauge radioactivity 
in modern-day foods, compared with 
those of the pre-atomic age. 


Effect on wheat of fall-out from 
atomic bomb tests is being surveyed on 
the Nevada bomb-test proving grounds. 


Study of radiation safety is inextric- 
ably linked with work on irradiation of 
foods for preservation. Of work in this 
area, Atomic Energy Commission Chief, 
Dr. Willard F. Libby, says: 


“Selected varieties of vegetables, 
meats, and breadstuffs have been placed 
in sealed containers, usually plastic bags, 
and exposed to a high intensity gamma 
ray source. The food remains fresh and 
edible with no evidence of spoilage for 
rather long periods of time. Such times 
will vary greatly depending on the food 
involved.” 


Progress is being made, Dr. Libby goes 
on, toward construction near Stockton, 
Calif., of a food irradiation reactor of 
unique design. 


“It is expected to irradiate a wide 
variety of foodstuffs,” Dr. Libby reveals, 
“which in turn would be consumed by 
animals and in some cases by human 
volunteers to make sure that there are 
no adverse effects of irradiation on the 
edibility of the food”.

Beef Is Health and Beauty

Nor- 
ma | intelligent 
people know that 
not only is it per- 
fectly safe for them 
to eat all the protein 
they want three 
times a day, but 
that by doing so 
they can improve 
their physical at- 
tractiveness, their 
mental initiative, and their vitality.

In such areas as India, China, and 
Japan, only the rich know the luxury of 
meat, poultry, and dairy products, be- 
cause the price of these things through 
their scarcity or the high cost of their 
production is far beyond the incomes of 
90 to 95 per cent of the population. The 
rest of the people live largely upon a 
low-protein, near-starvation diet of 
cereals. 


In America, our relatively higher pro- 
tein diet can alter the very physique and 
character of second and third genera- 
tions descended from undersized stock in 
Europe. And yet, even here in America, 
40 per cent of the population suffers 
from malnutrition. Too great a propor- 
tion of our own population is ill fed in 
terms of the high protein or “refrigera- 
tor” foods — meat, dairy, and poultry 
products, milk, butter, ete. — because 
these foods are available in sufficient 
quantities to only about 60 per cent of 
our population. 


Last year the per capita consumption 
was around 164 pounds, of which 78 
pounds, almost half, was beef. Since 
this figure is an average, it indicates 
that many people ate less than this, 
while some ate more. 


It has been argued that millions of 
American families with middle-sized and 
small incomes do not eat enough meat 
because they cannot afford it. They say 
they are buying potatoes and beans be- 
cause they cannot afford to buy more 
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desirable and beneficial foods like meat 
and milk. Any increased purchases of 
meat by Americans must be in addition 
to their purchases of more automobiles, 
more TV sets, more clothing, better and 
more expensive housing, and higher 
taxes. 

Why should such things rank higher to 
the American consumer? Food in this 
country consumes a smaller share of the 
family budget than it does in any other 
country. It is not a matter of “costing 
too much.” Everything we buy costs too 
much. It is a matter of clearing up the 
relative value of physical well-being and 
mental alertness compared with the over- 
emphasized value of “hard goods.”

How can Beef compete with all the 
other goods and services which together 
make up our standard of living? By 
making every person realize that op- 
timum protein nutrition is far more im- 
portant to his health, happiness and 
success. 

A nation’s energy, intelligence, and 
initiative is no greater than the citizens 
who go to make it up, and the individual 
is no better than the food he consumes 
and the soil on which he lives. The 
question of diet, which was so empha- 
sized during the past two or three gener- 


ations, has become of secondary im- 
portance to the mineral, vitamin, and 
protein content of foods included in a 
given diet. In other words, the most 
carefully balanced diets in the world be- 
come ineffective if the materials in- 
cluded in those diets are deficient in 
mineral, vitamin, or protein content. 

There is scientific evidence stacked to 
the ceiling showing the benefits of an 
abundance of high quality protein in 
each meal. As Mr. Andrews, of the Pro- 
tein Economics and Research Council, 
wrote recently: “We must get away 
from minimum nutritional standards. 
Who cares for minimum requirements in 
order to squeeze by. People want the 
best of health, the best of physica] and 
mental attributes, and a maximum of 
useful life span. They should know how 
much food protein is needed to do the 
best possible job of building every cell in 
their bodies. If they want to choose 
less, that is a different problem, but they 
should still,know what is needed for 
maximum health benefits.” 

Scientific research has been scratching 
in the tremendous field of meat nutri- 
tion, and these are the facts about beef. 

1. Beef is a rich source of high quality 
protein, which builds body tissues as well 
as resistance to infections. 

2. Beef provides important minerals — 
iron, phosphorous, and copper — essen- 
tial for bone and blood building and for 
body maintenance. 

3. Beef contains trace elements — 
which function in many body processes.

About forty people enjoyed the buffet 
supper provided by the Wisconsin Angus 
Association at the Lancaster Country

Following the meal, Professor Ed 
Hauser of the University of Wisconsin 
talked about on-the-farm beef bull test- 
ing. He told, too, of plans for the 1958 
Wisconsin Mid-Winter Futurity, which 
will be held later and closer to grass— 
March 20 to 22. 

Colonel Paul Good, in his short talk on 
the general trend of the purebred busi- 
ness, explained that the improvement in 
commercial cattle prices always is ahead 
of the improvement in purebred prices. 
This lag, he said, is due to skepticism on 
the part of the commercial man about 
the value of the purebreds offered to 
him, and about purebred breeding enter- 
prises in general. It is therefore the Wis- 
consin breeders’ obligation to produce 
bulls for the smaller commercial breeder 
and to get together with these smaller 
commercial breeders on the use of pure- 
breds. The major job is to re-adjust from 
the standpoint of individuality, because 
lately extreme quality has been at a 
premium, the butcher has been the chief 
contender for what is left, and there has 
been no middle-ground demand from this 
commercial class. Mr. Good closed his 
talk with the idea that the best kind of 
estate for the breeder to leave was good 
land and good livestock. 


Mrs. David Nusbaum, president of the 
Wisconsin Angus Auxiliary, told about 
plans for the Chicago International ban- 
quet decorations, stressing support by 
and of Wisconsin’s many industries.

ABERDEEN-ANGUS FOR 
CROSSBREEDING 


Thirty years ago, Professor J. G. Fuller 
published a thesis on the crossing of 
Aberdeen-Angus and Holsteins, which 
successfully produced a class of year- 
lings that gained and graded well. Prof. 
Fuller is now professor-emeritus at the 
University of Wisconsin. In reviewing 
Angus history recently, he remarked 
that the beef breeds had not promoted 
this crossbreeding process very energeti- 
cally, in the light of his experiments. 
Naturally, the other beef breeds would 
not stress the crossbreeding qualities of 
the Aberdeen-Angus, and Angus breed- 
ers would rather concentrate on the 
benefits of breeding Angus to Angus, 
but it is noticeable, in this great dairy 
state, that many of the veal calves ap- 
parently have an Angus cross. Many 
dairymen with grade herds breed their 
first-calf heifers and the cows from 
which they do not want to keep herd re- 
placements, to Angus bulls, quite often 
artifically. The heifers calve more 
easily, and the crossbred product has 
more meaty value. The breeding rings 
all offer Aberdeen-Angus semen. The 
increased use of Aberdeen-Angus bulls 
on the other beef breeds is obvious from

Your Veterinarian says.. 


Animals May Be Fly-Blown 

The other day we read an item about 
an effort that was being made to control 
screwworm flies in Florida. This par- 
ticular fly causes trouble by laying eggs 
in wounds and the raw navel area of 
new-born animals, It is unable to live 
through freezing weather, and winters 
over only in Texas, California, and 
Florida. In the spring these flies range 
further and further north until they are 
finally stopped by cold weather in the 
fall. 

Immunity from screwworm flies 
doesn’t completely protect northern 
stockmen, though, for various of the 
common blowflies and even the ordinary 
housefly will cause myiasis or “blowing”. 
The life cycle is much the same for all 
the different flies causing this kind of 
trouble. 

Eggs are laid in bleeding or dirty 
areas, with commoner sites being wire 
cuts, castration and dehorning wounds, 
and the filthy buttocks of animals af- 
flicted with diarrhea. Wet sheep or the 
navels of new-born animals may be at- 
tacked, and the eggs are often laid in or 
on carcasses. Larvae or maggots hatch 
from the eggs in a short time, and im- 
mediately begin to feed on their sur- 
roundings. After a few days they drop 
to the ground and enter the pupal stage 
which may last from three days to much 
longer in cold weather. They finally 
emerge as mature flies which may start 
laying eggs of their own within a few 
hours. Since an entire life cycle can be 
completed in less than a week, and a 
single female is capable of laying around 
1,000 eggs, considerable trouble can de- 
velop in a short time, even when only a 
few flies are available as starters. 

A characteristic foul odor is an infal- 
lible indication of “fly-blowing” in all 
species of livestock. Infested areas are 
always inflamed and badly swollen. A 
definite diagnosis is easy, for an exam- 
ination will reveal the pale-colored mag- 
gots. Treatment is the same for all 
animals, regardless of the exact species 
of fly that is causing trouble. 

It begins with clipping around the 
“struck” area, and burning the clippings 
to destroy maggots and fly eggs that 
may be in them. Maggots can then be 
killed by applications of benzene, chlo- 
roform, Smear 62, or the newer EQ335 
recommended by the USDA. This last 
compound can be made by mixing by 
weight; 3 parts of lindane, 35 parts of 
pine oil, 42 parts of mineral oil, and 10 
parts of silica gel. Badly infested 
wounds should be retreated in four days 
and every week afterward until healed.

whole vast area of what is known as the 
West. 

I have called attention to some of the 
things which show beyond doubt the al- 
most unbelievable progress Angus cattle 
have made in the past forty years in 
gaining their rightful place in the cattle 
empire of the West where a very large 
percentage of the nation’s beef is 
produced. 

I do not wish to bore my readers with 
too much detail of this visit which meant 
so much to us but I can not refrain from 
telling of one of the herds which we 
visited in the vicinity of our former 
operations at Yakima, because it fur- 
nishes an example of how, when once one 
has worked with Angus cattle, it is dif- 
ficult to give them up. Another thing 
which made this herd particularly inter- 
esting to me was that it was owned and 
operated by a man who for a good many 
years served as head herdsman for our 
Yakima herd. He will be remembered by 
many of the old time herdsmen and 
breeders, as he prepared many of our 
sale cattle and took numerous of our 
show herds to the major shows of the 
United States and Canada, Since the dis- 
persion of the Congdon and Battles herd, 
this man, Wellard Catlin, has developed 
a herd of his own of which any breeder 
could be proud. 

In closing, we do not want to say good- 
bye to our many friends at Yakima, par- 
ticularly those who were responsible for 
the high honor which wag recently ac- 
corded us there. Instead we prefer the 
French “Au revior” or the Spanish 
“Hasta la Vista”.

In today’s competitive economy we must sell to survive, and to 
sell We must advertise. 

Stockmen everywhere know this and are talking about how we 
should go about advertising and promoting our red meat products. 
We are all deeply interested in solving our present marketing 
problems, as effectively for example, as we have solved many of 
our past production problems. 

So let us ask ourselves WHY have we been so successful in 
solving our production problems? Answering this question will 
help us find the key to attacking our marketing problems. 

We have been successful in solving our production problems be- 
cause the specific cause of each was recognized and the underlying 
principles involved were sought out, studied and understood. Out 
of this a solution was discovered and this solution was put into 
effect. This has been the key to solving our production problems. 

The same approach applies to our present marketing problems. 
They can be solved in the market place, if everyone from the farms 
to the dinner tables apply the principles of free enterprise in our 
advertising and selling efforts. 

In order to get the overall picture clearly in mind and not leave 
out, or neglect, any important factors, let us outline the free en- 
terprise principles which should be continuously employed in teach- 
ing, advertising and promoting all the things sold through the 
channels of trade. 


These principles are as follows: 

1. People who believe in the free enterprise system, believe in 
the importance of the individual and in his native intelli- 
gence and integrity. We believe the great majority will 
consistently act fairly and choose wisely at the retail coun- 
ter if given all the pertinent information and the time to 
independently consider and act upon it. 

Each individual has legitimate WANTS which include to 
survive, raise a family, good health, attractive appearance, 
personal comfort and enjoyment, social prestige, economic 
and material security and to live free, efficient orderly lives. 
Last, but not least, the great majority of individuals WANT 
peace of mind, emotional tranquillity and spiritual security.

%. Because of the individual's chemical, physical and spiritual 
nature he NEEDS Fundamental Materials to help him sat- 
isfy his WANTS. These include: food, (proteins, carbohy- 
drates, fats, vitamins and minerals); clothing including bed 
clothing; shelter including heat and light; medical, hygien- 
ical, inspirational and entertainment materials plus air, sun- 
light, water and earth to live upon. 

4. Many Services (work or jobs) and Secondary Materials such 
as farm land, money, tractors, factories, freight trains and 
cooking utensils are employed to: 

produce, process or otherwise prepare the Fundamental 
Materials; 

protect them from such things as weather, bacteria, 
rodents, preditory animals, fire, thieves and invading 
armies; 

distribute, transport, sell or otherwise move them to 
the individuals who must 

consume or utilize them in order to help satisfy their 
WANTS. 
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The Principles of Free Enterprise 
Applied to Advertising & Selling Protein 


5. In a free enterprise system the individual must have sup- 
plied to him continuously the pertinent information about 
the Fundamental Materials as regards Safety; Quality; 
Quantity, Unit Cost and how they affect his Morale includ- 
ing customs, habits, religious preferences and what each of 
these materials will do to help satisfy his WANTS. 


Let us review this outline: 

1. Under the free enterprise system the individual is consider- 
ed an important intelligent human being. 

2. It is recognized that he has legitimate WANTS, 

3. HE NEEDS Fundamental Materials to help satisfy these 
WANTS. 

4. Services and Secondary Materials are required to produce, 
protect and distribute the Fundamental Materials and help 
the individual consume or utilize them. 

5. This must be accomplished with the individual having a 
clear knowledge of the pertinent facts regarding Safety, 
Quality, Quantity, Unit Cost and Morale. 

This outline of our free enterprise principles is a most effective 
device to use in preparing advertising materials and in selling. It 
is equally useful in judging the quality of our present-day adver- 
tising. It serves as a check list pointing up the strong points of 
an ad, or a sales campaign, as well as the weak points. 

In other words, this outline presents the principles of free en- 
terprise marketing in a simple, understandable, accurate manner. 
Anyone who will take time to learn these principles and then be- 
come proficient in applying them, can locate the existing unfilled 
markets for farm produced materiais, or for any other materials 
for that matter. He will also become far more proficient in pre- 
paring effective advertising and promotion materials and planning 
successful sales approaches and campaigns. For a man thus equip- 
ped, many opportunities await him. 

This is true because the great majority of the individuals in the 
U. S. A. and throughout the world have legitimate WANTS for 
which they do not have the proper amount, or kind, of each of the 
Fundamental Materials to help satisfy their WANTS. 

The additional markets available to producers exist to the ex- 
tent of the shortages of each of these Fundamental Materials or 
their chemical constituents, and the Secondary Materials which 
must be employed to produce, protect and distribute them. These 
shortages represent tremendous unfilled markets. 

As I have pointed out in previous articles, the shortage of food 
protein, when measured in terms of the quantity and quality 
NEEDED to help satisfy peoples’ WANTS in the U. S. A. and 
throughout the world, offers us our one greatest potential market. 
This potential market not only includes the vast tonnage of pro- 
tein which people must consume directly to help satisfy their 
WANTS, but also an even greater tonnage of a wide assortment of 
Secondary Materials which must be employed to produce, protect 
and distribute this food protein. 

The accomplishment of this will require many Services of many 
different kinds, offering a multitude of job opportunities which 
few agricultural and business leaders today can afford to overlook. 
In fact, the potential job opportunities in this food protein field 
may well exceed anything else which will become available, so long 
as these tremendous world protein deficits continue to exist. 
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As I have explained in previous articles, the potential food pro- 
tein markets in the U. S. A. are annually equal to at least 1% 
times the present yield of protein from all the cattle and calves 
slaughtered in this country each year. The unfilled food protein 
markets in the world are some 30 to 40 times this large. 

I have made these estimates on the basis of sound data avail- 
able from the U. N. Food and Agricultural Organizations, and pub- 
lications out of several individual countries. World population 
figures are fairly well known, as are the protein consumption rates 
necessary to satisfy peoples protein hunger. The current protein 
consumption rates for most of the countries of the world are pub- 
lished periodically and I have good reason to believe they are fairly 
accurate. 

So on the basis of this data we are able to conservatively es- 
timate that the world must have at least 30 to 40 million tons more 
protein each year of such nutritive quality as to accurately sup- 
plement the native diets. This is the amount needed in order to 
satisfy the existing protein hunger and help satisfy the peoples’ 
legitimate WANTS. Roughly 3 tons of food protein are needed 
where there are only 2 today. 

We can go through the list of all the other Fundamental Mate- 
rials showing where there are shortages, such as the shortage of 
shelter and medica] materials; and also where there are surpluses 
of such things as carbohydrates, fats, air, water and earth to live 
upon. The size of these shortages and surpluses shows up most 
realistically when calculated in terms of the amounts NEEDED 
directly by the present world population in order to satisfy its 
legitimate WANTS. 

In the case of most of the shortages of Fundamental Materials, 
except food protein, the economic competition from other pro- 
ducers, which we farmers and ranchers face, is so strong that our 
opportunities to sell more of our products to fill these shortages 
is somewhat restricted. 

So let us turn our attention to applying the principles of free 
enterprise to advertising and selling food protein. These markets 
are so large that they can absorb all we can produce for years 
to come. 

First of all, we should realize that effective free enterprise ad- 
vertising and selling is a science, based upon simple understand- 
able principles which consistently work over the long haul. There 
is nothing hit or miss about them. 

Item 1. of the above outline of the principles of free enter- 
prise, states that the individuals in a free enterprise system are 
important and are assumed to be intelligent and fair minded. Also 
that they will choose wisely in their economic transactions if sup- 
plied all of the pertinent information. It is most important that 
the people employed to make up teaching, advertising and promo- 
tion materials designed to help sell our protein food products, 
thoroughly understand this. It is also important that we have con- 
fidence in the people whom we serve, so that they will in turn have 
confidence in us and in our products. 

People everywhere are willing to learn, and will learn new 
things from our teaching, advertising and promotion efforts if 
they have confidence in us and in what we are saying. We will 
win this confidence if we show them factually HOW our products 
will help satisfy their WANTS and WHY it is to their advantage 
to buy them. 

Step 2. of the outline points out that the individual has legit- 
imate WANTS. A full use of the fact that people have these 
WANTS is most important in our teaching, advertising and pro- 
motion of our protein food products. 

The basic reason people buy Fundamental Materials and Ser- 
vices is to help satisfy their WANTS. In fact, this is the only 
reason they buy. This fact must be wisely and continuously em- 
ployed in our selling efforts. We must never let it escape from 
our minds. The individual does not really WANT Fundamental 
Materials such as food and clothing, he NEEDS them. He WANTS, 
among other things, personal comfort and enjoyment and in order 
to have them he NEEDS food to quiet his hunger pangs and cloth- 
ing to keep him warm. 
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I realize we customarily say that people WANT this or that 
Fundamental Material and thus fail to recognize the true WANTS, 
and the fact that these materials are the things NEEDED to help 
satisfy these WANTS. From this example I believe you have got- 
ten the point, and an extremely important point it is, in getting 
our protein food advertising and selling on a sound business-like 
basis. 

Our advertising should appeal to peoples WANTS. These 
WANTS are the Basic Appeals in selling, and their skillful use is 
most important in selling food protein. ; 

In appealing to a group of children, for example, we should 
carefully analyze their WANTS, and show how our protein prod- 
ucts will help them satisfy their WANTS. Children WANT enjoy- 
ment, they WANT to have fun. Show them with simple illustra- 
tions and words that plenty of good red meat and other protein 
foods are enjoyable to eat and will help them play their games 
better. Use a few technical terms and present down-to-earth facts. 
They are all explorers and scientists at heart and they will eat 
it up. 

Children have a number of other WANTS. Little girls WANT 
to be pretty, and boys WANT to be strong and handsome. Show 
them HOW and WHY plenty of protein three times a day will help 
them achieve attractive appearance. 

Children of school age are very social prestige conscious. An 
ample supply of protein on the table three time a day is an in- 
dication of real prosperity and wise home planning. These all con- 
tribute to satisfying the childs WANT for social prestige. 

We can go through the list of childrens’ WANTS in this man- 
ner, those of teen agers, young adults, those of the middle aged 
groups and our old folks. They all have their WANTS and an 
optimum quantity of protein of proper nutritive quality three times 
a day will help them satisfy these WANTS. In fact, if their 
WANTS are to be satisfied to a maximum degree, an optimum 
protein intake is absolutely necessary to accomplish this. 

Of course, this is also true of the other essential food nutrients 
and the other Fundamental Materials, but in these materials we 
farmers and ranchers do not have the tremendous commercial op- 
portunities which we have in food protein. 

Since the Basic Sales Appeals are the individual’s WANTS, 
these WANTS must be attractively pictured, or presented so as to 
attract attention and arouse interest within each prospective cus- 
tomer. The information which the individual must be supplied by 
our teaching, advertising and promotion includes that regarding 
Safety, Quality, Quantity, Unit Cost and various Morale factors, 

The individual buys a Fundamental Material in order to help 
him satisfy one or more of his WANTS. Therefore it must be 
Safe for him to consume or utilize. If it isn’t, it may make him 
sick or destroy him, thus it will fail to help satisfy his WANTS to 
survive and be healthy. 

We could list many examples why each Fundamental Materia! 
must be Safe in itself, and consumed or utilized in a Safe manner. 
In our food production and processing we must of course make 
sure our food protein products are always Safe in every respect 
for human consumption. In our selling efforts we must also make 
sure that the food shoppers and individual consumers are assured 
of this Safety. I could write a whole article on this matter of 
Safety and how important it is in our teaching, advertising and 
promotion of red meats and other protein foods, but I am sure you 
have gotten the point already. 

Next comes Quality in protein foods. We should point out the 
two sets of quality factors, namely eating qualities and nutritive 
qualities. For example, the individual’; WANTS for enjoyment, 
social prestige and convenience are at least in part satisfied by 
fine protein foods that have a good taste, sight appeal, desirable 
texture and tantalizing odor. By possessing the proper nutritive 
qualities, they help him survive, maintain good health, personal 
attractiveness and help satisfy various other WANTS. 

In our selling efforts these Quality factors should be pointed 
out to the individual and he should be shown HOW and WHY they 
will help satisfy his WANTS. 
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The individual must be taught the pertinent aspects of Quan- 
tity. He must know how many grams of protein of proper nutri- 
tive quality are needed at each meal to give him maximum nutri- 
tional benefits. He must know how much is in each purchase and 
in each serving. 

He must also know the calorie-protein ratio, preferably in terms 
of calories per gram of protein, contained in various foods in order 
to be able to choose the proper amount (number of grams) of pro- 
tein and avoid too many calories in the form of starches, sugars, 
fats and oils. 

The fourth area of important information is Unit Cost. The 
price of the commodity is very important. But since the protein 
foods are bought primarily for their protein content, the net cost 
of the protein they contain is equally important to the individual 
who must secure an adequate diet on a limited budget. 

Last but not least, are the Morale factors. We should tell peo- 
ple what protein is and what it will do for them. If there are 
superstitions or misinformation that keeps people from consuming 
the quantity and quality of protein which they can afford to buy, 
we should debunk these. They are barriers to our selling efforts, 
and to the satisfying of the individuals legitimate WANTS. 

So here you have a brief description of the principles of free 
enterprise advertising and selling applied to the marketing of our 
protein food products. It is simple, sound and accurate and will 
work for the producers, processors, wholesalers and retailers of 
our protein food products. When fully and wisely applied they 
will be effective in stabilizing food and feed prices and in reducing 
surpluses. Applying them effectively is a continuous process re- 
quiring careful study and great skill acquired only by years of try- 
ing and doing. The degree of perfection attained by some indi- 
viduals in certain industries in applying these principles is indeed 
remarkable, but nothing beyond what we can achieve in our agri- 
cultural and food industry when we set our minds to it. 

Most of us stockmen are deeply dedicated to maintaining and 
improving the free enterprise system. We want to make it work. 
Unfortunately there are entirely too few in agriculture and the 
food industry who know how to do this. This gives us a wonderful 
opportunity to do a lot of teaching. 

Unfortunately we have gone so far down the road toward gov- 
ernment control (socialism) that it is hard for even our most 
enthusiastic free enterprisers to think and talk in terms of the 
principles of free enterprise. In most cases they simply do not 
know these principles, or have them so poorly organized in their 
minds that they are ineffective in applying them. 

Many leaders and laymen alike are under the impression that 
the free enterprise system of marketing our food protein products 
broke down by the early 1930’s. Nothing could be farther from the 
truth, simply because the principles of free enterprise advertising 
and selling, as I have outlined above, have never been intelligently 
applied to the marketing of food protein. Our so-called economic 
experts have been of very little help because the principles of free 
enterprise marketing are poorly taught, if at all, in our colleges 
and universities with the result our economists are poorly prepared 
in this field. 

As incredible as it is, I have never found an economist who 
purposefully studied and widely published in the field of food pro- 
tein economics and protein engineering prior to 1950. Their ac- 
complishments in these fields are, to date, only those of beginners. 
Our economists cannot possibly become experts in free enterprise 
marketing, until they have mastered the economics and chemical 
engineering of each of the commodities and their chemical constit- 
uents which make up our material standard of living. This is 
particularly true of food protein because it is such a tremendously 
costly factor in our economy and is so absolutely essential to 
human life. 

Farmers and ranchers must bring themselves to realize that the 
experts who have endeavored to guide the economic policies of our 
nation, including our protein industries, have only a fragmentary 
knowledge of the simple dollars and cents and chemical engineer- 
ing of food protein, the stuff that built the hand in front of the 
faee of each of these experts. 
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Many of these experts don’t even know that when they are 
looking at that hand, they are looking at protein, nor that the red 
stuff in meat, the white stuff in milk and the albumin of eggs are 
also proteins. 

This is an unbelievable state of ignorance. Most economists 
still think of protein as some vague, intangible, technical thing 
which could not possibly be of any interest, nor direct concern to 
them as economists. They have yet to learn that protein is the 
most practical, tangible, down-to-earth material known to every 
human who ever walked the face of the earth. 

More than that, such ignorance and neglect, and often a nega- 
tive attitude regarding the economics and chemical engineering of 
protein, are important factors in causing the outstanding economic 
problems which these same experts are now fighting in the U.S.A. 
and throughout the world. Our economists must bring themselves 
up-to-date in this protein field if they hope to ever become really 
helpful to us stockmen in ironing out our marketing problems, It 
behooves each and everyone of us to do all we can to help our 
economists in our colleges and universities, farm organizations 
and the government to get their eyes on protein and learn what 
they should about it. This is going to take time and effort on the 
part of a good many of us individuals who are truely interested in 
the betterment of Agriculture. 

Gradually people everywhere will recognize that this great gap 
of working knowledge exists among our economists. They wil! 
all then understand WHY there has been so much controversy 
among our economists and WHY these experts have not come up 
with sound, workable, long range solutions to our marketing prob- 
lems during these past thirty years. People will then demand that 
something be done about bringing our economists and marketing 
specialists up to date. Only then will we farmers and ranchers, 
as well as our food wholesalers and retailers get the help we sore- 
ly need, and must have, in order to whip the problems of boom and 
bust prices and surpluses. 

We stockmen should help people everywhere realize that agri- 
culture’s marketing problems have been a colossal accident, and 
not the natural or inevitable course of events. These problems 
have not been caused by too much science and engineering applied 
to the agricultural and food industries, as we frequently hear. 
They have been caused by the failure to apply free enterprise prin- 
ciples to our marketing operations, particularly the marketing of 
protein foods. 

For these reasons we should stress that there is nothing wrong 
with the free enterprise system so far as agriculture is concerned. 
Farmers and ranchers need not fear free uncontrolled markets, if 
and when the principles of free enterprise marketing of our pro- 
tein food products are applied in these markets, which of course is 
yet to be done. We should fear and guard against the present 
wide-spread ignorance of these principles, and the barbaric ten- 
dencies among some agricultural and food industry leaders and 
economic experts to avoid thoroughly understanding and applying 
them. 

Agriculture is not unique in having boom and bust prices and 
surpluses on its hands, caused by a failure to apply the principles 
of free enterprise advertising and selling. We are unique only in 
that our industry ig so large and so vitally important, that the 
ill effects of our failures were much slower in showing up, hence 
we have been forced to come to grips with these problems much 
later in history than the other lesser industries. 

Such unsatisfactory market conditions used to afflict most 
segments of trade during the past century or so. These conditions 
forced the development of more adequate standards of safety, 
quality and quantity. Up-to-date price reports become an absolute 
necessity, as did more accurate information on what a product 
would actually do for the individual who consumed or utilized it. 

By way of contrast, the information available to the individual 
consumer on the important aspects of Safety as regards protein is 
at best inadequate and frequently erroneous. There are no protein 
Nutritive Quality Standards established, nor used in trade. The 
Quantity in grams or percentage of protein and the Calorie-Protein 
ratio very seldom, if ever, appears on the packages of our prin- 
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ciple protein foods. Protein price reporting is only in its infancy, 
the Protein Economics and Research Council having started the 
first monthly and weekly protein price reports in 1953 and 1954 
respectively. And so far as information on what food protein 
actually is and what it does for people, it is still almost entirely 
absent from our retail food advertising, and has only recently be- 
come a part of national food advertising among a limited number 
of products. 

From this you can see that we have not, as yet, competently 
applied the principles of free enterprise selling and advertising to 
the high dollar value food constituent which we stockmen produce 
and sell, namely protein. 

So far as food protein is concerned, we are still operating under 
that barbaric economic system that held sway before the free en- 
terprise system was developed. We are not advertising and sell- 
ing protein on a free enterprise basis in our food stores, restau- 
rants, dairies and bakeries. 

We are decades behind the times in our food protein marketing 
at the. wholesale and retail levels. Our boom and bust prices and 
surpluses are the penalty for clinging to a marketing system that 
was out of date by 1900. It is ineffective, unbusinesslike and very 
costly to us producers, wholesalers and retailers to promote beef 
as beef, pork as pork and milk as milk, almost entirely on a com- 
modity basis, and fail to supply our customers the pertinent in- 
formation relative to Safety, Quality, Quantity, Unit Cost and the 
Morale factors of the food constituents which they contain. This 
failure has been particularly costly in the case of food protein. 

We must all realize that such unenlightened advertising and 
sales operation are part of an antiquated economic system of a by 
gone day. That barbaric system was characterized by periodic 
shortages, surpluses and extremely unstable prices along with 
gross ignorance of the products involved in barter and trade. 

This system was the Dark Age curse of every other industry 
during past centuries. It is still the curse of Agriculture and the 
food industry today. The other industries beat their way out from 


under this curse by applying the principles of free enterprise to 
their marketing operations and so can we. 

Even during the past century ordinary salt for example was 
bought and sold on a most erratic market characterized by sur- 
pluses, shortages, unstable prices, and by an ununiform, unsatis- 
factory product. The salt marketing problem hag been largely 
solved by developing: 

1. adequate production facilities and processes; 

2. suitable means of protecting the product; 

8. effective distribution through wholesale and retail chan- 

nels; and 

4. intelligent consumption or utilization. 

This required adequate standards of safety; quality, and quan- 
tity, price reports; and a thorough knowledge of what the product 
would do for the people who used it. 

We all recognize that in our food protein industries, including 
the red meat industries, that most of our emphasis for the last 
decades has been on step 1. producing (livestock raising, food 
processing, home cooking etc.) and step 2. protection (disease pre- 
vention, sanitation, packaging, refrigeration etc.).

Tenderness In Beef

There are a number of factors that are known to effect the 
tenderness of meat. The more common belief is that tender- 
ness is associated with age of animal, degree of finish or cover- 
ing of fat and marbling, along with proper aging of the car- 
cass after slaughter. 


The Agricultural Research Service at the Beltsville, Mary- 
land, reported recently that tenderness in beef cattle was found 
to have a “heritability factor” of about 41 per cent. This per- 
centage represents the degree to which tenderness is deter- 
mined by the genetic differences. 


Flavor, aroma, and color in meats influence its palatability. 
However, tenderness has probably the greatest influence on the 
per capita consumption. The consumer who purchases a tough 
steak or roast, will likely try some other type of meat on his 
next visit to the market. 


The Age of Animal as it might influence palatability is ex- 
plained by the fact that younger animals are more apt to pro- 
duce a tender meat. However, the flavor may not compare 


with meat from an older animal. 


Veal is usually more tender than beef from an animal 18 
to 20 months of age, but often does not have the flavor. It 
would be safe to assume, that as a meat animal advances in 
age, its muscles develop accordingly in order that body weight 
can be handled properly. The grain of the muscles become 
coarser in texture with advanced age. For a comparative de- 
gree of tenderness, older animals need to be in a higher degree 
of flesh for slaughter than younger animals. 


A good covering of fat over the muscles and a fatty layer 
between the muscles usually improve palatability. The fatty 
layer is referred to as “marbling” and develops with an animal 
on a fattening ration that will grade good to prime. The mix- 
ture of fat with the lean adds flavor, aroma, and tenderness to 
the cooking qualities of a steak or roast. 


Proper aging of the carcass after slaughter may be in- 
fluenced by the age of animal, weight, and kind of finish. 
Palatability of beef, and lamb carcasses is improved by allow- 
ing them to hang in the chill room from 5 to 10 days. The 
connective tissues are softened by enzymic action during this 
aging process. Surface mold may develop on carcasses left in 
the chill room more than 8 to 10 days. A thin, lean carcass 
will get sticky and develop a moldy flavor before proper aging 
time has elapsed. The mold may impart a stale flavor to the 
meat. However, it rarely affects the wholesomeness of the 
meat. 


The aging process of beef is explained by different stages. 
Soon after slaughter, the meat is usually tender. Then the 
muscles harden and the fat cools and solidifies leaving the 
meat tough. In the third stage, the meat becomes soft and 
tender and improves in flavor. 


Palatability of meats varies with individual animals of the 
same age and under the same feed conditions. A number of 
experiment stations have released data on carcass studies of 
half-sib animals. A wide variation of tenderness, flavor and 
color have been reported from these studies. 


Sex has little influence on palatability, when carcasses of 
animals of similar age, breeding, and under similar feed con- 
ditions are compared. 


Dark color in beef is the result of violent emotions caused 
by the hormone adrenaline. Color in beef is closely associated 
with the acidity. A violent emotion will result in a muscular 
contraction, expelling carbonic acid, and leaving the muscle 
tissue more alkaline. It is estimated that from 2 to 5 per cent 
of all cattle that go to market are “dark cutters.” An injec- 
tion of hydrocortisone, into the animal, before it is excited will 
lower the adrenaline secretion and prevent the animal from 
cutting dark. 


Meat animals should never be slaughtered under a highly 
excited or nervous condition. Improper bleeding will result 
and the carcass will “cool out” much slower. It is highly prob- 
able that the high degree of muscular contraction, as a result 
of an animal being extremely excited, will result in a less 
tender meat. 


Palatability of the red meats is a primary factor in the per 
capita consumption. Improvement in tendernses, flavor, and 
color will do much to increase the present rate of consumption.

What Angus Cattle Have 


(Editor's Note—The following essay was not 
intended for the American Angus Auxiliary 
essay contest (rules for which may be obtained 
by writing to Essay Contest, American Angus 
Auxiliary, Box 110, Lebanon, Indiana). 
Rather, its purpose is to publicize this contest 
and to help raise funds for the scholarship 
project of the organization. It tells an inter- 
esting success story of one woman's interest 
and endeavor in the Angus business).

To the casual observer, who does not 
know us very well—the Heckett family 
seems not a very typical family—as they 
are not always seen together in numbers 
at the same functions as each member of 
it has also his or her private interests 
and hobbies besides making their living 
in different fields of endeavor. After go- 
ing about their individual tasks—(Eric in 
his wideflung business, Junior until re- 
cently with “Look Magazine”’—Greta 
chiefly breeding Angus cattle) they meet 
on common grounds: at HOME, at Heck- 
meres Highlands, as Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle are the main focal point of their 
common interests. 


Angus affect the lives of my family 
(and of those who work with them and 
for us at Heckmeres Highlands and whom 
we consider part of our large Farm fam- 
ily) mostly in extremes. There is never a 
dull moment! We have memories, some 
happy, some sad. Hopes fulfilled, unful- 
filled, or shattered. Happenings, good and 
bad, but seldom as anticipated. One year 
we might receive more money for our 
breeding stock than forseen—then again, 
the general economic situation could have 
depressed cattle prices lower than ex- 
pected in that year. There are also our 
friends, all of them met in the sphere of 
Angus activities, old trusted friends, new 
welcome friends and some friends lost 
along the Angus path. 


My career as an Angus breeder started 
off in a unique way during the late 
1930’s. For several years before pur- 
chasing the first Angus cattle, I attended 
shows and sales whilst my husband went 
about his business for Uncle Sam, the 
war imminent and our son away at school. 
I had enough time on my hands to make 
a study of the different breeds their pro 
and con, and finally was sure it HAD to 
be Angus and that they HAD to be 
GOOD. 


During the 1938 International, I got 
into a “Congaline” of people all walking 
in the same direction, and found myself 
for the first time in the old Sales pavilion 
near Halstead Street in Chicago where I 
watched Col. Art Thompson auction the

Show Window Sale of that year. One fe- 
male, in particular, caught my fancy and 
I vigorously nodded my head in approval, 
when she went much higher than the 
average of the Sale. But, I almost craw- 
led into a mousehole when the voice of 
the auctioneer called “This last bid came 
from the little lady back in the corner”— 
AND I DID NOT EVEN OWN A FARM 
YET! You all can imagine what my hus- 
band said after hearing that story later 
on. It was the first of a “row of Angus- 
grumbles,” mildly put. .. . 

Another true Angus crisis in our life 
concerns Eileenmere 500th and the To- 
lans, before the bull was ever shown, I 
was simply crazy about that bull and in 
1943 or 1944, I believe, I tried to buy 
him, I did make Garrett Tolan an offer 
of $60,000 for him, and Garrett refused. 
A rumor of this conversation found its 
way into the general Angus gossip and 
then to my husband at Heckmeres High- 
lands. One of the fieldmen told him about 
my desire to own the “500” and of my 
impetuous bid. Whereupon my husband 
remarked very dryly, that HAD Mr. To- 
lan consented to sell me the bull at 
$60,000 I would have had a bull—but no 
husband .. . “500” went on then and as 
aged bull became the 1946 International 
Grand Champion, at the same show where 
his daughter, Blackcap Tolan 150th was 
Grand Champion female. This was the 
last time one Angus breeder had both 
International Grand Champions at the 
same show ... until I repeated this feat 
ten years later. (I knew, it could be done, 
and dreamed about it, year in, year out, 
through 10 years.) 

That our herd be accredited for Bangs 
and T. B., is of prime concern to our fam- 
ily, living as we do, in Pennsylvania. Our 
herd is accredited since 17 years—but 
each year we shake in our boots before 
we receive our annual renewal report 
back from our State Department of Agri- 
culture. We sigh with relief as another 
year’s “Stamp of Approval” is granted— 
as the Pennsylvania Health laws are the 
severest in the U. S. A, Annual Reac- 
creditation is a MUST for us in Pennsyl- 
vania. It means we can have another 
show herd that year, following again the 
Trail of the Tanbark and being able to 
sell and ship cattle in good faith to other 
states and countries. 

Our cows in the herd are “like a crowd 
of people we have met” to us, We recog- 
nize them as individuals. Within our fam- 
ily each of us likes to pick out a certain 
female theoretically, and then we will get 
together to compare notes and to agree

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Soil Fertility and Animal Health

XIII. Impoverished Soils, Poor Animal Health, and Distorted 


Economics for Agriculture. 


The costs of growing healthy livestock and healthy people do 
not fit themselves readily into our economics where costs and earn- 
ings must always be matched in monetary values (dollars) lending 
themselves to subtraction, divisions, equations and summations in 
only arithmetical terms. We are slow to realize that good health 
is not a purchasable commodity. Its value transcends any price 
mark. We have lost sight of the fact that it must be grown into 
the body. It cannot be thrown in from purchases at the drug store 
nor introduced effectively as tissue implantations, or hypodermic 
and intramuscular injections by the physician’s needle and syringe. 
In handling livestock we can throw the fattening performance of 
the desexed male into high gear. But for the growth of a healthy 
body and its maintenance at that level, a guarded, steady pace for 
endurance and distance is demanded. 

Our increase of wholly monetary views of agriculture, as if it 
were only an industry under economic pressures which consider all 
the costs and all the returns from it only in monetary values, have 
been—in no small sense—prohibiting healthy livestock. We need 
to take a new view of some phases of the farming business which 
do not balance out so readily in economic equations to be solved by 
no other factors than monetary units. Health of plants, of live- 
stock and of humans via proper nutrition is just such a phase 
which will not submit to solution by monetary manipulations. We 
need to shift away from the belief that all agricultural problems 
can be solved by such procedures under emphasis of the economics 
only. 


Soils Exploited of Their Fertility Cannot Support 
Pastoral Farming With Healthy Cows. 


We have been prone to ridicule the simpler arts of agriculture 
in the older countries, and in the older civilizations where the plow 
and other modern agricultural machinery followed rather than 
preceded the cow. Just now we are engaged—on an almest inter- 
national scale by dollar methods—in supposedly educational activi- 
ties of a missonary nature. Those are aimed to bring these ancient 
agricultures up-to-date in the economics of applied agricultural 
mechanics for mining their soil fertility faster. We are unmindful 
of the fact that in these older countries the cow was their nutri- 
tional chemist; she searched out the soils; and her masters capi- 
talized on her judgment of them ag the soils fitted to be forever 
under a highly pastoral agriculture of healthy animals. Those 
soils were not first exploited by a highly arable agriculture, as we 
know it here, if the European manure pile in the front yard or the 
tank wagon flowing its liquid manure on the pastures and meadows 
(to the American tourists’ disdain and disgust) dare to be consider- 
ed as reliable indicators. Had the older agricultures mined their 
soils at the rate we do ours, they would not have survived long 
enough to become old. 

For us, the plow has been the emblem of agriculture. But it 
has always been ahead of the cow. This wag not so unexpectable 
in the age of developing much farm machinery; of more internal 
combustion engines; of the mining, conversion and combustion of 
fossil fuels; of labor-saving devices; and of rising standards of 
living. It was the most expectable on soils with great stores of 
virgin organic and reserve inorganic fertility. Our Mid-continental 
soils especially, were of most extensive areas, very level topogra- 
phy, silty texture coming with windblown origins, high fertility in 
exchangeable forms on the clay, and rich in ready reserves of nu- 
trients in windblown minerals brought in wide varieties from the 
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arid West. Such soils naturally invited the plow and other me- 
chanically exploitive means. Soil conditions of this type are nat- 
ural temptations to convert them into cash crops and not to con- 
sider them for their creative fertility capital for growing living 
things. They are taken as a quick means of mining them and col- 
lecting monetary capital for coupon-clipping service under self- 
perpetuation ever after. Surely such land would invite the view of 
agriculture as another case of banking operations with mounting 
capital under guaranteed returns. This is far removed from grow- 
ing plants and animals and the daily routine of caring for all of 
these to insure their healthy growth and fecund reproduction. 

Such a view of the soil in only its potential to build up mone- 
tary accumulations lets us move the cow to those soils which are 
either not sufficiently, or already excessively, developed under the 
climatic forces for naturally nutritious feed production for healthy 
livestock. It puts the cow under handicap for her own good health. 
Now that (a) the seriousness of erosion is being recognized; (b) 
no more areas of fertile soils are left to be so easily exploited; (c) 
the fertility decline is becoming apparent after being hidden so 
long under crop juggling for only yields of bulk; (d) the problem 
of protein supplements as animal feed and the health troubles in 
animal production are being accepted as malnutrition via defi- 
ciencies traced back to the soil and not alone to the feed store and 
the veterinarian; and (e) we are saddled with the responsibility of 
being Santa Claus for a much more inflated and hungrier world; 
we are talking about less plow but more cow from a grass agricul- 
ture that will cover any soil and give us less fat but more meat 
and more milk. We moved the cow all over the country. But we 
forgot to build up the soil fertility in each locality to the same 
high standard which the buffalo demanded for his survival. The 
buffalo standard of fertility of the soil represents also a better 
soil for the cow when naturally fitted to grow her than is any we 
can yet fertilize in trying to mimic buffalo soil to guarantee an- 
imal health by chemical soil treatments. 

While all these problems are readily ascribed to irregularities 
in mainly economic and social arrangements, we are reluctantly 
coming to recognize the low, the declining, and the imbalanced 
fertility of the soil beneath the whole structure. We, ourselves, 
led the cow to soils contrary to her choice of the fertility there. 
We failed to see the fertility pattern according to different degrees 
of development under the climatic forces as the corresponding and 
controlling pattern of livestock health. Our fences confine the 
poor beasts to the deficient soils in the pastures which are growing 
worthless weeds in place of nutritious herbages. In similar man- 
ner, our technologies have extended agriculture over less fertile 
soils by its many forms of so-called “crop specializations” which 
are in reality exhibitions of cropping limitations. The possible 
crops are limited because the soil fertility is not economically 
modifiable for plants requiring higher physiological potentials. 
Such specializations like cotton farming, sugar-cane culture, forest 
farming, and others are illustrations of what occurs on soils of 
which the fertility would not entice the cow, and of which her 
assay would declare them too deficient to support her with good 
nourishment. 

Do you suppose the cow would select a forest site, clear it, 
and expect the planted crops to be good nutrition when the Creator 
himself could grow only wood there, and then that only by the 
return annually to the soil of all the fertility in the leaves or 
needles? We have allowed the simpler mechanics of growing any 
kind of grass and the more favored economics of letting the cow 
graze it, to dominate our thinking of economics so completely that 
the physiology of the plants and the physiology of the cow eating 
them have been given little consideration. By way of the deficient 
soil fertility we must be reminded that the cow is more than just 
economics, or than just a mowing machine, or just a hay baler. 
Her body’s physiological functions are not just economics and

mechanics. They are connected with, and dependent on, the fer- 
tility of the soil. She is not asking for merely tons of forage and 
acres of grazing. She is calling for complete nutrition to under- 
gird the reproduction of herself and the establishment of subse- 
quent milk-flow of higher nutritional values for the calf. She is 
not aiming to establish records of gallons of milky liquid, pounds 
of butter or hundred weights of over fattened carcass for cheap 
economic gains. 


On these “fringe” soils, or those outside of the mid-continent 
where the climatic pattern of soil development located higher pro- 
tein production in the forages, the grains and the ruminant quad- 
rupeds like the earlier bison and the later beef cattle, we cannot ex- 
pect the same animal health without soil treatments. This expec- 
tancy drops still lower and rapidly when we have farmed the area 
as land more than the soil as nutrition for livestock. Exploited 
soils will not support a pastoral farming with healthy animals as 
the output. 


Land May Have Only Site Value. 
Soils Must Have Productive Value. 


In our concepts of the economics of agriculture, the land area 
has become fixed as property values and capital investment. But 
such capital is not self-perpetuating as is true of the mortgages on 
it or of bonds, stocks, etc. with rates of earnings fixed accordingly. 
Instead of the land area giving the earnings in the form of healthy 
plants and animals, it is the soil which must guarantee that but 
under a mining rather than a managing operation. Land, then in 
the prevailing agricultural economics becomes soil, and soil be- 
comes consumable goods like the oil in the earth or the coal and 
other minerals in the mines. Agricultural production does not con- 
sider losses in declining fertility, nor the costs of restoring and 
maintaining it as items to be charged in with a price to be set on 
the grain or livestock to be delivered to the consumer if agriculture 
is to perpetuate its investments. On the converse, it liquidates the 
soil fertility by installments. It throws in with each sale, a portion 
of the creative capital for living products which guarantee animal 
and human health, without charging replacement costs in the 
products sold. 


Yet our distorted economics of agriculture call that liquidation 
a case of taking a profit. Income taxes are charged against that 
expenditure of the monetary capital originally put into the pur- 
chase of the land. Taxes are charged even against the unearned 
but increased values assigned through assessment for taxation 
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Figure 1-XIII. The total stock of nitrogen in our surface soils has been going 
down while the organic matter there was spent without its restoration. This 
decline in one generation under corn with no soil treatment (fifty years) put the 
nitrogen down to but one-half the original amount in the virgin soil. Soils so low 
in nitrogen mean poor chances for growing protein-rich feeds required for healthy 
animals. 
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purposes by others neither managing the farm nor recognizing the 
soil fertility as the earning power. In that kind of economics for 
capital in land, we forget that land in its proper definition is dry 
surface area, or dry footing. It has but two dimensions, namely, 
length and breadth. It is a location for agricultural business. Yet 
that business gets its earnings from the living processes in the 
growing of crops and animals. Taxes should not be charged on 
land according to these earnings annual, but on the fixed site 
value. Unfortunately land tax moves itself upward on the land as 
the capital while the soil fertility as the earning power via quality 
feed for healthy animals is on the decline because the fertility is 
gradually mined out under a liquidation that does not charge re- 
placement costs for it in the goods sold. Yet this kind of agricul- 
tural business bears mounting real estate taxes to help pay for our 
higher standard of living which the community enjoys. 

The soil fertility is the earning capacity of the land. The soil 
earns through the feed or food it creates in crop growth. Food and 
feed are values not classifiable, thereby, as such a simple matter 
as are dollars fitted into the economic scheme. Dollars alone don’t 
guarantee or replace good animal health, as droughts illustrate so 
pathetically. Agricultural earnings must first be a biotic per- 
formance by crops and livestock. When these are harvested, mar- 
keted, and slaughtered, then, by their death they become com- 
modities and take on the same dollar values of the economic pat- 
tern in any other business involving the sale or transfer of non- 
living goods. Healthy animals are the result of the biotic per- 
formance of the fertile soil. Its dynamics demand decomposition 
of its own mineral and organic matter contents. They cal] for the 
removal of soil fertility. But this removal is not viewed as install- 
ments in the liquidation of the initial capital. Instead, the eco- 
nomic view of the land takes the soil to be perpetually functional 
and never-failing in this creative production. 

On the contrary, soils wear out, their fertility becomes ex- 
hausted. They must be viewed economically in their initial invest- 
ment just as we view any other mineral-mining business. Soils 
have not only the two dimensions of land, i.e. length and breadth, 
but they must have four dimensions, namely depth and fertility. 
Ownership of farm property is by title to the land, by its two 
dimensions which are fixed and permanent. Taxation of real estate 
is by the same characterizations. But the earning power of the 
land is according to the depth and the fertility of the soil. These 
represent the capacity of the soil to store water, to provide nu- 
trient essentials, to recover productive capacity on “resting” from 
cropping, and to carry sustaining fertility in the reserve of un- 
weathered minerals. 

Our economic thinking of agriculture for taxation purposes is 
seriously confused in thinking of it for its land and not for its soil. 
Viewed as land in terms of only area or just as we see a factory 
building, and not as the industry, on the site or in the building with 
its monetary earning power, its security of capital and its perpet- 
uation of that capital; then the economics evolved for and applied 
in the taxation of its land or site of an industry will readily apply. 
But viewed as soil, which must be the chemical and biochemical 
dynamics of providing raw mineral and organic matters, so they 
can be connected with air and water to all of which the power of 
sunshine is applied to grow living beings, then the economics of 
industry in non-living materials cannot be so directly applied. 


The fertility capital of the soil as initially taken over in virgin 
condition is not self-perpetuating capital as are monetary invest- 
ments with their various insurances and guarantees against losses 
and forced liquidations. Chemically active as the soil’s fertility 
must be for creative production of living forms to be the earnings 
on the monetary investment in both the soils under management 
and the land as the site and economic unit of the community, that 
fertility removal in crop after crop means dwindling resources to 
the farmer and the nation as a whole. We have failed to see the 
distorted economics in those facts when we have not made cor- 
responding taxation allowances for this mining of mineral fertility 
in agriculture, yet make corresponding allowance as high as 27% 
percent in connection with mining the fossil fuels taken from oil

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wells. Economics of industry make industrial capita] self-perpet- 
uating. That kind of economics makes agricultural capital self- 
liquitating in a generation. 

These distortions of our economics for agriculture are those 
evolved for industry, which merely transforms non-living materials. 
That kind of economics then superimposed on agriculture will not 
fit in terms of sound economics, and will not classify agriculture 
ag an industry. Agriculture is but our taking over Nature’s crea- 
tion of living forms according as the soii under climatic forces 
limits them. Our attempt to put a biotic performance by Nature 
under industrial economics is the real reason for what is said to 
be the agricultural problem. Surely the economic standard of in- 
come in monetary terms of agriculture cannot be equated against 
that of industry when the two represent values differing so widely 
that they cannot be equated in similar dollar units. Industry builds 
up, multiplies, and perpetuates its earning capital as units of 
dollars. Agriculture spends its soil fertility capital in earnings in 
the form of crops and livestock which are consumables as food. 
Thereby the capital invested in soil is not self-perpetuating by its 
earnings. It is fertility being liquidated to feed all the folks of the 
nation, a fact not yet clear in our distorted economics of industrial 
and business origin superimposed upon agriculture. Nationally we 
have been liquidating our food resources but have viewed it as no 
more serious than a problem to be passed to the secretary of agri- 
culture for his submission to the members of Congress for their 
economic adjustment through legislative appropriations from the 
national tax-fed treasury. 


Buying On A Seller’s Market, and Selling On A Buyer’s Market 
Collects No Funds For Soil-Saving. 

Somehow or other, we usually stumble into knowledge of nat- 
ural matters mainly by post-mortems, and seldon by prophecies 
and predictions built on basic natural laws. But thus it has ever 
been and is recorded in the ancient literature which reported that 
“No prophet is without honor save in his own land.” Even the 
first national activities aiming to do something about saving the 
soil from it suddenly increased erosion, were initiated because of 
post-mortems on the soils either of depleted fertility or already 
gone out of production. From many post-mortems it dawned on 
us that the soil fertility is already too low when the land doesn’t 
grow crops quickly enough to cover and protect itself from erosion 
where it formerly was not eroding rapidly, but now has suddenly 
washed away. We discovered that well-granulated, fertile, surface 
soil full of organic matter does not erode rapidly as does the in- 
fertile, plastic subsoil of high clay content below it, once the water 
has cut through to the latter and is running over that readily dis- 
persible, infertile subsoil. 

It took much publicity about the evils of soil erosion to wring 
money out of the federal treasury and set up a national soil-saving 
agricultural section in Washington, D. C. for the uplift of the 
farmer’s efforts in saving his soil. That national soil-saving ac- 
tivity wags a matter of much tillage mechanics to fight water run- 
ning down hill, as such a liquid mineral always does naturally, We 
gradually came around to see the infertile, naked and broken soil- 
body inviting itself to be churned into slush by the impact of even 
the little rain-drop. Emphasis was put on terraces as defense 
against moving water when terraces are a kind of splint holding a 
broken limb of the body in place while the body as a whole is 
nursed back into good health and the injured part healed over. No 
one likes to farm over terraces forever any more than we expect 
to hobble about with splints on a broken leg forever. It took a 
few years of soil conservation activity to shift the emphasis—by a 
shift in name—from “erosion service” to “conservation service” in 
the national campaign for mechanical saving of soils with all the 
extra educational efforts under both national and state planning. 
Even now apparently, the search for purpose and procedures, per- 
haps under still more appropriate terminology and classification, 
is continuing in the hope that the nation can do something to save 
the nation’s soils. 

That line of thinking, however, forgets that no one knows soils 
on each farm in greater detail than the individual farmer who is 
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on his farm. Conservation on a national scale is a hope that the 
farmer who, in the last analysis, must save his own soil, can be 
summed up with all other farmers through national encouragement 
to save the nation’s soils. That fails to realize that the farmer has 
already done much soil-saving and can do no more than he now 
does with his business in the economic set-up where he must liqui- 
date his fertility capital to earn his food and to enjoy the privilege 
and distinction of being a farmer under national leadership moving 
more and more to manage his business for him. 

In conserving the soil, the farmer appreciates fully the need for 
maintaining both the inorganic and the organic soil fertility as the 
creative capital. He has done well to purchase and return a little 
“starter fertilizer.” In addition to that fertility uplift, on many 
soils he struggles to rebuild and improve the “sustaining fertility” 
with limestone applied for its calcium and magnesium; with rock 
phosphate for its phosphorus; with potassium-bearing rock for its 
potassium and all else which some pulverized granites contain. 
Since his soils were not necessarily highly productive initially, he 
must build that sustaining fertility in balance in the soil’s reserve 
for a long time as well as in balance for each season when that re- 
serve calls for supplements ag starter fertilizers to balance the 
fertility out-flow of the season for the particular crop in question. 
Since virgin soils are mostly all gone, and soils are not mines any 
longer, this is the requirement over extensive areas if they are to 
grow the protein-rich crops giving health to livestock and people. 
It is this enormous need to rebuild sustaining fertility in eroded 
and in shallow, depleted surface soiis by heavy and costly applica- 
tions of limestone, rock phosphate, and potash-rock, and then the 
regular seasonal use of starter fertilizer, that has not been put into 
the commonly considered agricultural costs. These latter were set 
up under the assumption that soils are perpetually productive on 
their own and not in terms of costs to the nation as a whole rather 
than to the farmer only. 

This neglect of considering the costs of soil maintenance as a 
food cost to every one, and not to the farmer alone, in present 
economic thinking is all the more serious according as the soils 
were initially more highly developed which they were in the East- 
ern and Southeastern United States. Economic pressures on the 
farming business make it difficult now when soil-mining practices 
must be reduced and discontinued, but management for mainten- 
ance of fertility with larger fertilizer purchases accordingly must

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be multiplied, but prices of farm products are not rising according- 
ly and cannot be set by the farmer as the creator of the products. 


Our recognition of how seriously we have mined the fertility 
out of the soils is coming just when we have a taxation increased 
to the burdensome magnitude under thhe erroneous assumption 
that the fertility of the soil is perpetual and that it costs nothing. 
The poor animal health and troubled reproduction—like the in- 
creased soil erosion—have been telling us that our soils have been 
mined. But those supposedly dumb beasts have been speaking in 
a foreign language to deaf ears of their masters and in a voice 
that has not carried to the congested urban areas. As an economic 
matter, it will be increasingly disturbing for any landowner to as- 
sume the mounting costs of rebuilding the reserve mineral fertility 
—which we must do in the years ahead—when the consumer wants 
foods at past prices in which he paid nothing for the exhaustion of 
the soil fertility which those food costs should have represented. 
His meats, that is, all the proteins or the keystones in his nutri- 
tional support, will be more costly. Either the animal health will 
continue to become poorer through less fertile soil or we must con- 
tribute to the costs of healthier animals on soils restored in fertility 
by the costly management required for that result and paid for 
accordingly. 

These costs of rebuilding the exploited sustaining fertility must 
be expected and may well take their place for repayment from the 
earnings in the annual crop collections. Rebuilding the mineral 
reserves by applying tons of pulverized rock per acre does not in- 
terfere with cropping plans. After this part of soil fertility res- 
toration is well started, we must rebuild also the organic matter, 
either as a reserve but more economically as a regular turnover in 
crops grown for that purpose. This will interfere with the regular 
cropping and with the scheme for collection of cash annually, since 
it will call for growing crops to be plowed back into the soil at the 
fertility cost in that crop and of the crop itself for that season. 
If we are to grow the better crops in nutritional quality guaran- 
teeing animal health, those crops will require organic compounds in 
the soil contributing to the plant’s creation of the items giving that 
higher nutritional value for the cow and for us in feeds and foods. 
Such rebuilding of the organic matter will be a cost in the non-too 
distant future. 

Virgin soils required hundreds of years to build up their stock 
of organic fertility which was so quickly and so unwittingly mined 
out of our soils. As yet we have not recognized the organic reserve 
as the “shock absorber,” or the “constitution” of the soil giving it 
the capacity to stand up under our ministration of heavy dosages 
of salt fertilizers to it. Nor has the organic fertility been credited 
for much of the productive power for protein-rich, organic crea- 
tions keeping our cows and us healthy and serving ag the medicines 
for both as they become sick. This disregard of the soil organic 
matter will be most costly, as the facts already point out in the 
decreasing successful use of salt fertilizers on soils of lower nat- 
ural organic matter content, and the increased use of such fer- 
tilizers only on soils higher in this natural organic fertility asset. 
The significance of soil organic matter will dawn, perhaps, when 
soils in this latter category are pulled down to a iower organic 
matter level, and to where the crop on the soil cannot stand up 
under heavier fertilizer salt treatments. If it took many years of 
no removal of crops from the virgin soils to build the organic mat- 
ter reserve in them, can we escape the need to sacrifice a year of 
cropping occasionally if that growth is to maintain the soil’s con- 
tent of organic matter, even at a minimum for quality crop pro- 
duction which keeps growing our meat supply ? 

Agriculture that could mine the fertility out of the soil and 
take over new land for little more than the cost of moving west 
had little need for any economics, hence developed none of its own. 
But since now the declining soil fertility growing only fattening 
crops is perverting the streams of life in our domestic animals to 
suggest—by the increasing animal diseases and the dwarf off- 
spring with no capacity to grow—that those streams are about 
dried up and headed for extinctions of these animal species, that 
condition is now sending out a distress call for help. 
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We are trying to resolve the situation by economic adjustments 
which, to date, seem of no avail for what is a bad biotic irregularity 
where economics do not fit the ailment. When the farmer must 
buy on a seller’s market, and sell on a buyer’s market, and when 
he has been paying for the loss of soil fertility in liquidations of 
it by that kind of economics, should he not move to the urban 
centers to where he would not pay those losses? The movement 
tor that purpose and for the perpetuation or monetary capital and 
security in purchasable goods has been the reason for the increased 
urban and decreased rural population. Unfortunately, the shift 
cannot continue until it results in zero rural population, though 
still pushing hard in that direction. The farmer has been in a 
business that has not considered the soil, and in a distorted eco- 
nomics which finds agriculture with no funds for soil-saving when 
soils must be saved if all of us are to eat well of good meat and 
corresponding proteins. 


Undue Emphasis On Economics and Mechanics Disregards 
The Soils As The Foundation Of Life. 
We May Muddle Through. 


We are slow to appreciate the cow as a good symbol of the 
physiological requirements of all life that can be fulfilled by its 
being properly nourished by agriculture only when the proper soil 
is properly tilled and treated for supplying—through the plants— 
all the elements and compounds in food for growth, protection and 
reproduction. Modern agriculture is threatening to put economics, 
and the mechanical mining of the soil by more plowing, so high 
over the cow that even the crops are not grown for her nutrition 
but rather for their bulk of vegetative delivery. We are putting 
unlimited faith in the microbial flora of her rumen for the miracu- 
lous conversion of that bulk into nutritional values. That quaking 
faith rests more and more on neglected soil fertility so that the 
cow, even when endowed by that symbiotic connection with paunch 
microbes, can scarcely find enough nutritional values in her feed 
for both her microbes and herself to survive. Machinery of all 
kinds to reduce the time of our contact with things living and nat- 
ural, and the economic temptations to short cut natural procedures 
—like feeding urea in place of vegetable proteins—seem to be con- 
niving to have us forget the cow entirely ag the symbol] of the 
living things created by the soil and of agriculture as once a noble 
art. 


Some twenty or more years ago we took to plowing under 
prenatal pigs following the guise of supposedly proper economics.

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That distorted economic thinking has seemingly become such a 
habit that it is moving to bury the cow too, Living things in agri- 
culture have been forgotten in an economics built on industry 
where living matters do not enter as parts and parcel in the manu- 
facturing process. While machinery is always a helpful tool under 
the proper mental guidance, still the contribution by the mind dare 
not be too small a part in that partnership of mind and machine. 
Surely we must have some knowledge of the soil as nutrition if the 
cow and all agricultural life is not to be pushed out by the ma- 
chinery that ought to serve the cow by following behind her rather 
than taking such prominence as to extniguish her in our thinking 
of agriculture that must be a partnership—not our complete dic- 
tatorship—between animals first and the machine second in the 
creation of living things. 

“Science has contributed so much useful knowledge to farming,” 
says Laurence Easterbrook, a British correspondent and farmer, 
“that it becomes easy to forget that farming is an art also. The 
more We study this problem of learning the terms on which Nature 
will accept our cooperation, the more of an art it becomes. Our 
great grandfathers realized this, and our failures today are help- 
ing us to appreciate what great artists in farming those men were. 
Partly by trial and error, and undoubtedly by intuition through 
their close contact with their environment, they raised farming to 
its highest peaks.” 

“They did so largely by studying the science of balance, the 
interrelationship of soil, crops and animals, that produced the 
healthy whole. Today we give that study the impressive and un- 
attractive title of ‘ecology.’ The argument is that if we start with 
a healthy, well balanced soil we get healthy crops. They in turn 
produce healthy livestock, and since our physical bodies have been 
grown from the fields, farming has a direct and immediate con- 
nection with human health.” 


“So far, then, the connection between the soil and health has 
been set out on lines that should satisfy both logic and common 
sense. No one claims that these two things can be married by 
some negative action, such as refraining from using chemical fer- 
tilizers, or from growing too many corn crops in succession; all 
depends, as our forefathers realized, on working out a positive and 
dynamic method of managing our land. Nor should it be expected 
that, even if the perfect answer were found and adopted, all our 
physical ills would disappear. We are humans, not gods, and we 
all have to work out our destiny. But on the evidence, there seems 
to be good reason to believe that most of the human race*** 
endure a far lower standard of health than is their birthright.” 


“Evidence of a rather negative kind has been recorded in various 


experiments with animals. It may well be argued that one should 
not deduce too much by reasoning from the behavior of the bodies 
of rats, cats, and other animals under certain conditions to the 
behavior of human bodies, although orthodox science is ready 
enough to accept such evidence when carried out by orthodox 
scientists. But if rats do become diseased, quarrelsome, and finally 
unable to live when fed on a typical western diet, and if cats do 
develop sterility in later generations when fed on pasteurized milk, 
it could hardly be regarded as recommendation for that diet, and 
would suggest to most people that something pretty serious was 
wrong.” 

“It is easy enough to blame the doctors for the state of health 
affairs. It would be fairer to admit that they are so busily en- 
gaged in repairing the ravages which ‘civilization’ is wrecking on 
our bodies that they have not time to consider the possibilities for 
building our bodies from the start with less faulty materials, thus 
avoiding many of the breakdowns that occur.” 

“There is just the possibility that we may yet save ourselves, 
since the idea that the human stomach is a kind of petrol (gasoline) 
tank that will function adequately so long as sufficient food of 
some kind is put into it has been dying for some time. On both 
sides of the Atlantic the numbers are increasing of those who be- 
lieve that the methods of growing our food are of the utmost im- 
portance. There are still more agricultural scientists and doctors 
who, a little frightened of the convictions growing in their minds, 
stand poised at the Rubicon between the opposing prophylactic and 
dynamic conceptions of health in man and the soil.” 

Agricultural research in soils must be challenged by some of 
the fundamentals that are not measured completely by criteria in- 
cluding no more than yields as bushels or cash returns per acre or 
man hours. Qualities that deal with life, not quantities of mate- 
rials alone must be emphasized. In that research the farmer too 
must share some of the thinking responsibilities. The experimen- 
ter in research may well think with but he dare not think for the 
farmer. As more folks, farmers and all of us, think about the 
fundamental processes of creation by which the soil supports all 
that we call agriculture, we will not be contented with the mechan- 
ics of it, or complain of the high costs, and the low prices when 
only the speculative aspects of agriculture are considered. We will 
invest ourselves more in understanding the production of food for 
health, or our major national wealth, according to the fertility of 
the soil. The cow, then, as the symbol of all that is living in agri- 
culture, along with all humans dependent on it, will be convincing 
us that not only animal health but human health too is dependent 
on the fertility of the soil.

back seat for anyone in June when bar- 
rows and gilts on the Chicago trade 
continued to set new highs for the year. 
Prices rose sharply over May when the 
average price level jumped from $17.45 
to $18.25 in June, an increase of 80¢ and 
compares with the $16.90 low back in 
February. This rise in the average cost 
was accomplished in face of a heavy 
movement of packing sows to market. 
Sows made up about 31 per cent of the 
June receipts, almost a two-year peak. 

Sheep and lambs were held under 
pressure throughout most of June and 
although prices began to show substan- 
tial increase near the close, the earlier 
losses more than offset the late advance. 
New crop lambs topped at $25.00 at the 
outset, dipped down to $22.00 and moved 
right back to $23.50 in the final rounds. 
The bulk of the lambs sold from $20.50 
to $22.75 for an average rate of $21.60. 

Old crop lambs or yearlings, carrying 
mostly No. 1 pelts sold from $19.00 to 
$20.50, with a few prime topping at 
$22.50 early in the period.

Routine treatment is completed by the 
application of something that will help 
healing at the same time that it repels 
flies to keep them from laying eggs to 
start trouble all over again. The Smear 
62 and EQ335 are both good for this 
purpose, while pine tar and iodoform are 
old favorites that are also effective. 

Prevention consists of following these 
recommendations: 

1. Destroy dead animals promptly, 
preferably by burning. 

2. Eliminate possible causes of wounds 
like projecting nails, protruding boards, 
and loose wire ends. 

3. Use a suitable fly repellent on the 
navels of all new-born animals immedi- 
ately after birth. 

4. Treat all wounds promptly with 
something like EQ335. 

5. Feed animals carefully and follow 
some system of controlling internal 
parasites to decrease the danger of diar- 
rhea. 

6. Pick a good time for jobs like 
castration, dehorning, branding, docking, 
and ear-marking. If they must be done 
in fly season, treat resulting wounds 
promptly and regularly until healed. 

7. Inspect all animals every two or 
three days this summer for wounds that 
may require treatment. Special attention 
should be paid to sheep that hide out 
from the rest of the flock and show 
patches of wet, discolored wool.

HERD REFERENCE EDITION 
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The Importance of Ranch Signs 


By NEIL SKAU, Jr. 


Any thinking business man realizes that in order to ac- 
quaint the public with the product he is engaged in producing, 
and familiarizing that same public with the features and good 
points of his product, he must advertise. These ads are used 
to identify the product by name and character and to tell the 
buying public just where the product may be obtained. 

Advertising takes numerous forms, oral advertising such as 
one hears over the radio, and visual advertising, most often 
encountered in trade journals, magazines daily papers and in 
recent years, via the television commercial. Each of these 
mediums has its advantages, but they all require constant at- 
tention, rewriting ad copy and renewing the contracts for 
these ads. 

The cattle producer is a progressive business man and as 
such he has his advertising programs and problems, but at the 
same time he has an advantage over other producers in that 
his product is on parade before the prospective customer dur- 
ing its period of production, for many cattle ranches parallel 
the great highways of this nation and the American people are 
probably the most travel minded group in the world. Because 
of their desire to take to the highway over the weekend and 
then visit other parts of this great country during their vaca- 
tion periods the average American sees many herds of cattle 
during the course of his travels. If he is in the cattle business 
himself he is more than mildly interested in the cattle he sees 
and if he is an Angus breeder he will be greatly interested in 
the Black herds he encounters while covering the many miles 
the American motorist records during the year. 

Now, this has been quite a roundabout way to get to what 
we are really talking about. It is something that has been 
brought to this writer’s attention over the years simply be- 
cause he comes in contact with what this article concerns— 
RANCH OR FARM SIGNS! We cover this great western 
country and have been greatly impressed with the fact that 
the Angus breeder, be he a commercial operator or a registered 
herd owner, is missing his greatest opportunity to get what 
actually amounts to free advertising through the medium of a 
prominent and well executed ranch or farm sign. 

Maybe someone will say that we have an ax to grind—that 
we are in the advertising business, but it may be that we are 
simply cognizant of the true value of advertising, regardless 
of the medium and it is our personal feeling that the ranch 
operation without a ranch sign is just as surely diverting po- 
tential business from his doorstep as the city merchant who 


fails to unlock the door of his business establishment or hang 
out his sign. 


Recently we had occasion to mention our intention of mak- 
ing known our thoughts regarding the lack of ranch or farm 
signs on Angus ranches. We were talking to a Colorado An- 
gus breeder who eagerly began to relate to us his experience 
with a ranch sign. He has a modest locally produced sign at 
the entrance of his lane (he is 10 miles off the main highway) 
and recently he had a man drive into his barn lot and explain 
that he had seen the Angus sign at the lane and “did he still 
have Angus cattle?” When he was assured that the breeder 
was Still in the business this stranger asked if any bulls were 
for sale and before the visit ended he had purchased a bull 
from a herd he never knew existed until he saw the ranch sign. 
“That one bull sale paid for that sign many times over and I 
am now planning a larger and more complete sign to be erected 
at the lane entrance and am working out a deal whereby I 
will be able to set up two other signs at the highway junction 
directing interested folks to our place,” said this Colorado 
Angus man. 


Other folks, having seen some Angus cattle at a Stock 
Show have explained to us that when (Next page—»>

they went to visit the herd at its home 
they either had to spend a good deal of 
precious time seeking out the location of 
the ranch or make a trip to the post 
office or service station regarding direc- 
tions to the place, In some instances they 
have actually had to forget the place as 
they were passing through the vicinity 
of the ranch or farm and had lost too 
much time in seeking it, so that they 
have had to continue on their way with- 
out making the planned visit. 

Ranch or farm signs come in a wide 
range of sizes and styles, many of them 
being the original thought of the herd 
owner himself. They may be something 
as simple and small as a sign mounted 
atop the mail box at the roadside or even 
painted on the sides of the mail box. 
(Don’t forget. Folks drive in either of 
two directions on most roads so it is well 
to have a double sided sign.) Another 
type sign is the simple but effective 
“bracket sign”, this type being effec- 
tively used on gates, barns, crossroads 
and smaller buildings, Usually this type 
is made of metal and may be single sided 
or double sided, depending upon the pur- 
pose to which it will be put. Generally, 
this type sign, which identifies the breed, 
the farm and the owner is priced around 
$25.00, complete with the bracket, Other 
larger signs are made up of either metal, 
marine plywood or a manufactured board 
and are weather-proofed for long life. 
These signs range proportionately higher 
in- price and any wording is available, 
along with the breed identification, Still 
more expensive signs, costing around 
$100.00 and ranging in size to 4 feet by 
5 feet are available to the Angus breeder 
with plang for a large sign and these 
bigger types are also available with a 
nighttime reflector lettering, making 
the legend readable in the light of ap- 
proaching automobiles, making it un- 
necessary to illuminate the sign after 
sundown. Then, one can really take off, 
when he has ideas of his own for the 
execution of a ranch or farm sign. Some 
of these have been made in base relief 
and executed by the rancher or farm 
operator himself, while others are of the 
usual bill-board size, illuminated at night 
with electric lighting. This is up to the 
rancher or farmer, he knows his limits 
best. 

Signs must be tastefully done and well 
located, mounted and affixed permanent- 
ly in order that severe weather condi- 
tions may not reduce their effectiveness. 
Take into consideration the fact that they 
must be mounted in such a location that 
trucks or farm equipment will not sides- 
Wipe them and at the same time they 
should not be hidden behind a road sign 
or mounted so that grass and plant 
growth will soon hide them from view. 

Remember too, these signs will be in 
place through all kinds of weather. If 
they are commercially produced they no 
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doubt will be well weather-proofed and 
will last many years, but if home-made 
it would be well to protect them with 
some type of effective coating in order 
to prolong their effectiveness. 

Other places that a tastefully executed 
sign has its merits are at a show or sale, 
as well as on farm trucks, Here it is well 
to use a sign to identify your herd and 
if possible it is weli that this sign bear 
some resemblance to the ranch or farm 
sign so that it will be easily recognized. 

These have just been thoughts in pass- 
ing, presented to the Angus breeder for 
what they are worth to him. We who 
work over this big broad country are 
more apt to recognize the fact that signs 
are really a necessity in the operation of 
a successful Angus business and exper- 
ience has shown that a ranch or farm 
sign actually costs little or nothing in 
the long run as it has a long life ex- 
pectancy and effectiveness. No doubt the 
average breeder has ideas of his own 
that have not been mentioned here, but 
it would do well if each and every Angus 
breeder evaluate the effectiveness of his 
ranch or farm sign (if he has one) and 
to plan to use them if he now is one of 
those who has no identification for his 
farm or ranch.

Herefords had won 22.9 per 
cent, Shorthorn 14.9 per cent and cross- 
breds 3.8 per cent. 


Profesor Holbert also conducted a poll 
of Angus herds as to size, bulls used, 
and other information. Briarcliff Farms 
in New York was the largest herd an- 
swering the questionnaire with 1,220 
head; Rosemere Farms, Yakima, Wash- 
ington, had 800; Tarkio Demonstration 
Farm, Kansas City, Missouri, 500. 


Col, A. E. Peirce, Canterbury, Farm, 
Warrenton, Virgina, announced the pur- 
chase of 8 bulls and 156 females from 
Briarcliff Farms. 


W. A. McGregor of Andelot Stock 
Farms, Worton, Maryland, said cattle 
demand was showing real strength fol- 
lowing the period of depressed demand 
and prices. He reported the sale of 60 
head in recent weeks. An addition to 
the Andelot herd bull battery was the 
proven sire, Revolution Blackcap, from 
the Lofgren herd in Minnesota. Revolu- 
tion Blackcap was by the International 
champion Revolution 7th, who was by the 
champion Blackcap Revolution.

Essar Ranch belongs to the National 
Performance Testing Association in 
which the bulls are weighed at weaning 
time, graded, and put on test for 140 
days. Records are kept on the individual 
bulls as to weight and grade, their sire 
and dam, registration number, chain 
number and tattoo number. In the final 
analysis, in addition to average gain, 
grade and condition each bull is rated as 
to fertility, hardiness, disposition, ma- 
turity, head, legs, rump, depth of body, 
width nad quality. Records are also kept 
on the sires of the bulls that have been 
tested and rated, as well as records on 
the steers from these bulls. On the steer 
record weight gains are also kept as well 
as live grade, carcass grade, dressing 
percentage and percentage of the various 
cuts. 

Under the testing program young bulls 
must gain at least 2.6 pounds a day from 
weaning until the end of the test period. 
Calves that do not grade up, naturally, 
do not go through the program as bulls. 
There is a steer classification for them. 
Likewise it is possible for a good gaining 
bull to “flunk” out when the final grad- 
ing is done. 


One might consider 2.6 pounds a day a 
not too high gain for a young bull on 
heavy grain feed. But it is a very good 
average for bulls getting most of their 
sustenance from “green chop”—chopped 
sorgo brought to them twice a day—plus 
10 pounds of grain consisting of two- 
thirds milo and one-third of ground snap- 
ped ear corn, and 2 pounds of cottonseed 
cake. They also have access to good qual- 
ity hay at all times. It takes a bull with 


capacity for rough feed to make the 
grade at Essar. 

It might also be pointed out that the 
above ration is economical, especially in 
view of the way the roughage is grown. 
The sorgo being field chopped in late 
June was yielding 14 tons per acre. As 
soon as a tract is cleared it gets am- 
monium sulphate and the field irrigated 
by gravity. In this way two extra crops 
are grown through the hot summer and 
early fall—more than 30 tons per acre 
in all, Earlier in the year oats and 
Sudan grass provide grazing—the latter 
in the form of field chopped feed. Extra 
sorgo which matures too fast for the 
daily ration is put in the silo, Hay also 
is made from the Sudan. This latter 
crop also is fertilized and irrigated to 
make extra production. 

It should be explained here that wean- 
ing weight of calves going into the 
production testing program are adjusted 
for 210 days and also whether the calf 
is from a heifer or from an old cow. 
Actual weaning weights on the bulls now 
being developed ranged from 300 to 697 
pounds. 

Geared to Angus expansion in the 
southwest with the breaking of the 
drouth the Essar program is an inter- 
esting one with a world of possibilities. 
Going through the bulls with Les Ljung- 
dahl it was apparent that a number of 
factors had been considered in picking 
the range bull prospects. One was a 
masculine, burly head. Another was good 
bone under the bulls and good feet, “A 
range bull has to be able to walk and 
cover ground. He has to have good feet 
and hind legs.” The conversation got

national grand champion loads of steers. 
Fifty-nine cows were bought from Eik- 
meier Brothers of Minnesota whose herd 
carries much of the same blood. The 
herd and bulls assembled follows a pat- 
tern of sound, thick cattle with a long 
reputation of popularity with range men. 
And speaking of the type of beef cattle 
bought by Essar we ran across two own 


daughters of old Bell Boy M. K. at Es- 
sar. Now 14 years of age Tom Slick 
and Les Ljungdahl hope to get several 
more calves out of them. And we know 
they hope those calves will be bulls. 

Two imported bulls in use are much 
above average. One is from the Will 
Hogg Clackmae herd, the other from 
Dalmeny. 


A trip to the 13,000 acre ranch near 
Carrizo Springs was most interesting. 
The ranch was cleared of brush and ter- 
raced by its former owner. Twenty large 
“tanks” were built to hold runoff water 
and a number of large wells put in. Be- 
tween 5,000 and 6,000 acres are tillable 
and at present 1,200 acres under gravity 
irrigation are producing a tremendous 
tonnage of feed. In late June a large 
field of corn was near the harvest stage. 
It looked like a 75 bushel per acre crop. 
Sumac or red top cane was being cut 
for hay, run through a crusher or con- 
ditioner, and then baled. This crop was 
producing over 200 40-inch bales per acre. 
Also under irrigation was a large acre- 
age of honey drip cane, a hybrid variety, 
that was running 40 to 45 tons per acre. 
Hegari also is grown. To care for this 
forage two trench silos are in use. The 
“little” silo holds 5,000 tons of feed. The 
bigger silo, a huge gash on a hillside, 
holds 12,000 tons. In addition silage will 
be piled on the ground this year and self 
fed—from the side, rather than the end. 
“End feeding doesn’t take care of enough 
cattle at a time”, Elmo Friesenhahn, 
manager at Carrizo Springs, explained. 
Last winter 2,400 cattle were wintered 
on this newer ranch. 


All of the work is being done with 
Latin American help, The Nueces river 
flows through a corner of the ranch and

that the diet might be responsible for 
abnormal births. 

After all which was the most im- 
portant, to eliminate all known carriers 
of a gene that had not been isolated, or 
to find the actual cause of changes in 
the genetic pattern to try to eliminate 
the future production of more carrier 
cattle? 

It was another period when tension 
mounted and feelings ran high. There 
were breeders who condemned the ma- 
terial we published and others who ap- 
proved. My only thought was to pro- 
vide you with all the information we 
could find and let you decide how best to 
plan your own breeding program. 

At the present time we are nearing 
the conclusion of the series on Soil Fer- 
tility and Animal Health that is pre- 
pared especially for the Journal by Dr. 
Albrecht, who has said, “Should the 
supply of nutritional protein fail in even 
one of the required amino acids, then 
some inheritable property or process of 
the cell will not be transmitted, but will

be lost and missing from succeeding 
generations. That loss need not kill off 
the species but may be a contribution to 
the degeneration of it, or reduced 
chances for survival. Such a deficiency 
may bring a change sufficient to give 
what breeders call a mutant, conse- 
quently deficiencies of the amino acids 
in the nutrition of this reproductive 
process may be a mutagen or a genera- 
tor of mutations. Drug-like organic com- 
pounds are increasing by which, as 
treatments, changes are brought about 
in the genes, or mutations amounting to 
deficiencies in the synthesis or several of 
the amino acids. We are thus seemingly 
changing the characters of the animals 
in successive generations by deficiencies 
in proteins. These changes are losses, 
not additions, in the chances for better 
health and better survival of future 
generations ... Might we not have been 
dropping properties out via changes in 
the genes until the property of vigorous 
body growth has become the deficient 
growth which we call the “dwarf”? 

Doctor Albrecht further stated, “If 
blood compositions are studied in this 
light, the differences in the chemistry of 
blood between the afflicted and the 
healthy animals might give helpful sug- 
gestions. The numerous cases of earlier 
degenerative diseases of the individual, 
later discovered due to deficiencies, 
ought to turn our thinking toward pre- 
vention and toward saving the afflicted, 
rather than condemning them to slaugh- 
ter as an escape from the problem . 
Only by fertile soil can there be created 
ample supplies of the complete protein 
by which not only growth but protection 
as health, and reproduction as survival 
of the species are possible”. 

This is a theory cattlemen understand. 
Since an abnormal gene has not been 
isolated it is easy to believe that dwarf- 
ism is caused by losses rather than eddi- 
tions to the genetic pattern. They will 
like Dr. Albrecht’s attitude of saving the 
afflicted, rather than condemning them 
to slaughter, particularly as regards out- 
standing breeding animals that would 
otherwise be eliminated, merely because 
they were related to some animal that 
had produced an abnormal calf. 

So we enter a new era. The scientists 
continue research to control problems re- 
lated to the production of future genera- 
tions of iivestock. The commercial cat- 
tleman continues to up-grade his herd. 
Breeders of registered Aberdeen-Angus 
continue to produce cattle to sell their 
customers, and the popularity of our 
breed depends on how well these men 
merchandise their cattle. 

This I do know. Some of the best cat- 
tlemen in America are producing Aber- 
deen-Angus, and they have faith in this 
breed. In spite of the mistakes that 
have been made, and in spite of the mis- 
takes that may be made in the future, 
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Aberdeen-Angus cattle will continue to 
gain in popularity.

QUESTIONS ANTIBIOTICS 

IN FATTENING RATIONS 
A Colorado State University animal 

husbandman refuses to give a flat rec- 

ommendation for feeding antibiotics to 
feedlot cattle. 

While there is a genera] advantage in 
feeding antibiotics to young calves, the 
practice is questionable in fattening ra- 
tions, according to Dr. C. D. Story. 

Several experiment stationg in the 
East reported considerable succesg in 
feeding terramycin and aureomycin to 
feedlot cattle. Under Colorado conditions, 
however, results have varied. Response to 
antibiotics apparently hinges on a num- 
ber of factors —age and general health 
of the animals, type of ration, prevalence 
of disease and environment.

My colleagues—Doctors James McGin- 
nis and Leo Jensen—of the Poultry 
Science Department have just completed 
experiments that may revolutionize the 
feeding of barley—the world’s most an- 
cient and most widely grown cereal—to 
chickens and turkeys. Normally, barley 
is rated about 70 per cent the feeding 
value of corn for chicks, and about 80 
per cent for laying hens; but these scien- 
tists have made barley equal to corn for 
poultry. Because barley is currently quot- 
ed at $46 per ton and corn at $65 on the 
Seattle feed grain market, this discovery 
is money-making news in these parte. 

The Washington State College scien- 
tists report that there are two simple 
ways to treat barley to make it equal to 
corn for poultry; namely (1) soak it in 
an equal weight of ordinary water for 
about eight hours, and then dry and 
grind it, or (2) add some carbohydrate- 
splitting enzymes to feed containing bar- 
ley. McGinnis and Jensen postulate that 
the treatments make more energy avail- 
able; that chicks lack the right enzymes 
to digest barley efficiently. 

Experiments showed that chicks fed 
the treated barley gained 22 per cent 
faster and required 24 per cent less feed 
than those on the untreated barley; that 
190 pounds more poultry meat per ton of 
feed was produced on the treated barley 
than on the untreated. 

It is still up to the feed and grain in- 
dustry to apply the necessary technology 
to this finding, and some processing cost 
will be added; but, within a few months, 
it is expected that “souped-up” barley 
will be on the market. 

It is not likely that barley will be 
“treated” for ruminants—cattle and 
sheep, but such treatment may do some- 
thing for the simple-stomached pig. Our 
Dr. S. H. Fowler now has experiments in 
progress to determine the latter point. 

Since barley ranks forth in importance 
among U. S. grain crops, it is anticiptat- 
ed that the results of this experiment 
will have wide application. Also, the 
treatment works with soybean oi] meal, 
rye, and wheat. 

Thus, a new era in nutrition has been 
born; or at least a new wrinkle has been 
added to grandpappy’s swill barrel! 


ELIMINATE BARREN COWS VIA 
PREGNANCY TESTS 

Pregnancy tests can cut your wintering 
bill and make for increased profits. It is 
expensive business to over-winter a cow 


that will not produce a calf; it costs $40 
to $60, depending on the price of a couple 
tons of hay. In addition, there are in- 
terest, labor, and other costs. 

Barren cows can usually be marketed 
satisfactorily following testing; most 
feeders and packers will actually pay a 
premium for cows known to be open. And 
where valuable purebred animals are in- 
volved, bred cows can be sold with a more 
certain guarantee of being safely in calf; 
and barren cows may be accorded special 
care or hormone treatment. 

As every cattleman knows, absence of 
heat is not always a sign of pregnancy. 
But a positive diagnosis ean be made. By 
about the second month, the uterus be- 
comes enlarged, especially in the preg- 
nant horn, and drops into the abdominal 
cavity. A skilled technician can ascertain 
this sign of pregnancy by feeling with 
the hand through the rectum wall. This 
method affords early diagnosis, and there 
is little hazard when performed by an 
experienced operator. 

It is recommended that cows be preg- 
nancy tested about two months after the 
bulls have been removed or at weaning 
time. On the average, a veterinarian will 
charge about $1.00 per head depending 
on the size of the herd. With convenient 
facilities—corrals and a squeeze—an ex- 
perienced operator can pregnancy test 
150 to 200 cows per day. 

THE STORY OF ABRAHAM AND LOT 

Recently, Dr. W. L. Durflinger, a Yak- 
ima Angus enthusiast, led a group of 
fellow breeders in honoring Mr. Otto V. 
Battles, pioneer Aberdeen-Angus breeder. 
On this occasion, I related the following 
story of Abraham and Lot, whose names 
also loom large as stockmen. 

These patriarchs of the Old Testment 
were the first cattle barons of recorded 
history and the first range management 
specialists. The story of their dispute 
over the Jordan water holes in Canaan 
reads with all the freshness of a page 
from the history of the western range in- 
dustry in the United States. 

The Jordan Valley was a wide open 
country, but just as subject to over-graz- 
ing and water-depletion as any range in 
this country. So Abraham said to his 
kinsman, “Let there be no strife between 
me and thee, for we are brethren. Is not 
the whole land before thee?” Thereupon, 
these two stockmen separated, each trail- 
ing his herd in a different direction. 

Later, Abraham was saddened with 
word that Lot and his family had been

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battle? Taking into consideration that 
Abraham’s herds and flocks were protect- 
ed by day and by night from both man 
and beast, and that a ranch was a meat 
slaughtering plant as well as a beef and 
mutton producer, it seems reasonable to 
assume that Abraham’s herds and flocks 
must have numbered over the 100,000 
mark. Certainly, an outfit of this size 
would accord him a niche in any cattle- 
man’s Hall of Fame. 

Such is the recorded story of the first 
range management practiced by stock- 
men. 


A PROGRAM OF SHEEP HEALTH, 
DISEASE PREVENTION, AND 
PARASITE CONTROL 


Among practical sheep raisers, the im- 
portance of disease prevention and para- 
site control is summed up in the old ad- 
age that “an ounce of prevention is 
worth a pound of cure.” The following 
program of sheep health, disease pre- 
vention, and parasite control (based on 
the program followed at the State Col- 
lege of Washington) is presented with 
the hope that the sheep producer will use 
it (1) as a yardstick with which to com- 
pare his existing program, and (2) as a 
guide post so that he and his local vete- 
rinarian, and other advisors, may develop 
a similar and specific program for his 
own enterprise. 


GENERAL SHEEP PROGRAM 

1. Avoid overcrowding; provide twelve 
to fifteen square feet of floor space for 
each mature ewe of the larger breeds. 
Provide proper ventilation and keep the 
quarters clean and dry at all times. 

2. Keep the feed and water troughs 
clean. 

8. Force the flock to take plenty of 
exercise. 

4. Rotate the flock on clean, well-drain- 
ed pastures at about two-week intervals. 

5. Eliminate stray dogs and examine 
and administer the proper worm treat- 
ment when necessary to all dogs that 
must come in contact with sheep. 

6. Give any infestation of internal or 
external parasites prompt and modern 
treatment, provided that a known and 
satisfactory treatment exists. Preferably, 
and when feasible, the parasite should

11. Tag all ewes prior to the breeding 
season. 

12. Keep commercial feeder lambs in 
isolated areas away from breeding ani- 
mals. When such lambs are placed in the 
feed lot, vaccinate them against over- 
eating disease by administering a bacter- 
in. And if sore mouth (contagious ecthy- 
ma) has been present on the premises, 
vaccinate against it also. 

13. In the case of sick or dead sheep, 
consult promptly with the veterinarian 
with the view of diagnosing and institut- 
ing proper control measures if necessary. 


Lambing Time 

1. Before lambing, trim all “tags” from 
the udder and dock. 

2. Clean and disinfect the lambing 
quarters thoroughly well in advance of 
the lambing season. 

3. Keep the holding pens as clean and 
dry as possible, by applying lime as in- 
dicated and by changing the bedding fre- 
quently. 

4. Treat the navel of the newborn lamb 
with iodine. 

5. In the spring, vaccinate lambs a- 
gainst “overeating disease”, and if sore 
mouth has been present on the premises, 
vaccinate against it also. 


New Stock 

1. Avoid the inshipment of sheep from 
areas known to be infected with such 
contagious diseases as blue tongue and 
scrapie. 

2. Do not make any additions to the 
ewe flock during the last three months 
of pregnancy. 

3. Isolate, for a period of three weeks, 
all sheep which are brought from the out- 
side to be added to the flock. Also, take 
the following precautions on such new 
animals: 

(1) On arrival and again at the end 
of the isolation period, inspect the ani- 
mals for parasites, both externa] and in- 
ternal. 

(2) Vaccinate for overeating dis- 
ease; and if sore mouth has been present 
on the premises, vaccinate against it also.

SEEK 5-YEAR AVERAGE FOR 
FIGURING INCOME TAXES 


Efforts to establish five-year “averag- 
ing” of income for tax purposes were en- 
dorsed recently at the annual meeting of 
the National Live Stock Tax Committee 
in Denver. 

Chairman Albert K. Mitchell, Albert, 
N. Mex., reported that the committee rep- 
resenting cattle, sheep and horse grow- 
ers, felt that such a move would give 
“equitable treatment” for persons with 
incomes subject to wide annual varia- 
tions, such as in ranching. 

The proposal ig included in a measure 
authorized by Representative Curtis of 
Missouri, which is now under congression- 
al consideration. The bill would offer the 
option of averaging incomes for the four 
years preceding any tax year in which 
earnings are unusually high. 

The committee also favorably consider- 
ed proposals to offer more libera] treat- 
ment of income received from involun- 
tary conversion of real estate sold as a 
result of condemnation.

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Conservation Farming and 
Present Laws and Programs 


By MORRIS IVES 

Various laws and programs enacted by 
Federal and State Governments in the 
past two or three decades indicate that 
the United States has awakened to, and 
is seriously concerned about, the protec- 
tion of its soil and water resources. 

Some of the laws are as old as the one 
establishing the Soil Conservation Ser- 
vice in 1935. This was followed by State 
enabling acts which provided for soil 
conservation districts, organized and 
managed by farmers, who now carry for- 
ward a nation-wide program of soil and 
water conservation with technical help 
from the Soil Conservation Service. Oth- 
er Acts are as recent as the Soil Bank 
Act, establishing in 1955 the acreage re- 
serve and the conservation reserve, or 
the Watershed Protection and Flood 
Prevention Act of 1954 (Public Law 
566) and the amending Act of 1956 
(Public Law 1018) which broadened and 
made the law more workable. 

Just why the need for such legislation 
and what does it mean to our soil and 
water resources? The answer can be 
found in the history of the World. 

In those old records, some of which 
are 200 times as old as our oldest legis- 
lative authorities to organize and con- 
duct conservation work, we find the an- 
swer. The answer is in broad perspec- 
tive which avoids the argument and dis- 
cussion of detail which, though neces- 
sary, sometimes befogs our present-day 
thinking. 

Dr. W. C. Lowdermilk, formerly As- 
sistant Chief of the Soil Conservation 
Service, in 1938 and 1939 made an ex- 
tensive tour to study the land use in the 
Old World. 

He reported that Agriculture had its 
beginning at least 7,000 years ago, 
evolving out of the mysteries of the 
Stone Age. It developed in two great 
centers—the alluvial plains of Mesopo- 
tamia and the valley of the Nile, both 
with arid climates. 

In Mesopotamia the records disclose a 
glorious past, dense populations, and 
great cities. Agriculture was practiced 
here in a dry climate by canal irrigation 
from what became muddy water from 
the Tigris and Euphrates Rivers. Muddy 
water was the undoing of empire after 
empire. 

As populations grew, canals were dug 
farther and farther from the rivers and 
the silt choked the canals as it became 
heavier and heavier. Stoppage of the 
canals by silt depopulated villages and 
cities more effectively than the slaugh- 
ter of people by an invading army. 
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Today in Mesopotamia, there remains 
but the ruins of the once capital city, 
Kish, buried under the desert sands, The 
ruins of the stables of Nebuchadnezzar, 
the Hanging Garden of Babylon, attest 
to the one time greatness of this country 
and its cities. 

Egypt’s Pyramids attest to its former 
glorious years in much the same way. 

You remember Moses who led the 
Israelities with their herds from Egypt? 
They wandered through the wilderness 
for 40 years going northward into the 
Biblical land of Moab. It was here on 
the site of Mt. Nebo that Moses looked 
across the Jordan Valley to the Promised 
Land. 

Dr. Lowdermilk found the Jordan a 
muddy, disappointing stream. He stop- 
ped at the ruins of Jericho and found the 
soils washed off the slopes to bedrock 
and the valleys being eroded by great 
gullies. 

Three thousand years ago King Solo- 
mon made an agreement with Hiram, 
King of Tyre, to furnish him cedar and 
cypress from the forests of Lebanon to 
build his temple. 

You may say, about now, what does 
this ancient history mean to us? Was it 
not climatic change rather than over- 
farming? But there is proof that this is 
not true. Today, only four small groves 
of this famous Lebanon forest are left, 
the most important of which is the Trip- 
oli grove. By reading the story written 
in the tree rings, we find that about 300 
years ago the grove had nearly disap- 
peared, About that time, a church was 
built in the midst of the grove to protect 
it from the goats that grazed over the 
mountains. Seeds from the veteran trees 
fell to the ground and grew into a stand 
of tall straight trees today. 

In the ancient countries we find obvi- 
ous evidence that erosion and siltation 
coincided with the decline of civiliza- 
tions. It may not have been the entire 
cause but it played its part. When one 
considers the source of our food and 
clothing, the source of much of the raw 
material for industry, the growing im- 
portance of water supplies both agricul- 
turally and industrially, and the work 
provided in transporting and handling 
food—who will argue about the impor- 
tance of soil and water to a Nation? 


But we need not go back in history to 
find evidences of soil erosion. We have 
about us many examples similar to this 
one in the forests of Lebanon. 

In Iowa, it was about a hundred years 
ago that the government set aside one 
acre of land in each four square miles 


for schools. Today with reorganization 
and consolidation of schools, many of 
these one acre tracts are being added to 
the adjacent farm. When you look at 
corn on the thirty-nine and one acres, it 
usually is evident from the height aver- 
aging an additional foot and increased 
yields that the acre in the school yard 
is in much better producing condition 
than the other thirty-nine. Yet the soil 
originally was the same, This gives proof 
of sheet erosion and over-cropping even 
on our more level land—and this in less 
than one hundred years. 

In China, the Yellow River had _ be- 
come muddy and over-laden with silt as 
farming became more intensive and was 
pushed into the hills. This caused more 
erosion and more silt in the river. Silt 
was dug from the river and its dikes 
were built higher and higher until the 
channel was 40 to 50 feet above the delta 
along 400 miles of its course. In 1852 
the forces of the silt and the river wa- 
ters overpowered its people with a dis- 
astrous flood when the river broke out 
of its elevated channel to go to the Yel- 
low Sea northeast of its old mouth, It 
destroyed villages, farm land, and mil- 
lions of humans. 

Here again we have no reason to be 
smug or complacent. In our own country 
river silt is an enormous problem. Gov- 
ernment hydrologists report that the 
Mississippi River carries five train loads 
of silt past New Orleans each day. Much 
of this is our best top soil from Iowa and 
midwest farms. There is continuous work 
to repair and heighten dikes and levees 
and to dredge the channel. Old Man 
River wants very much to break away 
to a new outlet and go southwest of 
New Orleans. 

Let us think of the various programs 
as tools to use for better conservation 
land use and protection of soil and water 
resources. There is no reason to argue 
that any one is or is not the best possi- 
ble program. Obviously, we will try to 
improve them as we progress, In fact, 
like a new car after a test drive, it will 
probably get some needed alterations; 
but for the present let’s make the best 
use of what we have. 

While Congress was spending a vast 
amount of time and will probably spend 
much more time on agricultural prob- 
lems, some people were lambasting the 
farm situation and the time spent on it. 
But as shown by Dr, Lowdermilk’s study, 
Agriculture is the basis for a sound 
economy; and if Agriculture fails, it 
means the downfall of cities and their 
industries. 

Because of their denser populations 
many countries of the world have al- 
ready taken more drastic means of es- 
tablishing and maintaining soil conser- 
vation than we will need if we perfect 
our present programs. However, we will

years or so from now. With its popula- 
tion already at 168 million, the United 
States is growing at the rate of 8,000 
new faces for breakfast each morning. 
Think of it! Three hundred sixty-five 
new cities of 8,000 people in one year. 
Yes, we are bringing new lands into use 
by new irrigation. But even with hybrid 
corn and fertilizer, we are finding that 
a lot of “cream” was taken during the 
war. And the cities are spreading out 
and new and wider highways are taking 
more of our best farm lands. 

Our country needs much more con- 
servation applied on the land. Your local 
soil conservation district office and 
County ASC office will assist you with 
your conservation needs and your Soil 
Bank questions. Man seldom finds an 
answer to hig questions without asking. 


An Observation 


If the gloom in the headlines has been 
getting you down, and you needed a fresh 
shot of old-fashioned American optimism, 
you ought to ‘have been with me a 
few days ago. 

As a sheer outsider, in fact a preacher 
who doesn’t know too much about cattle, 
I drove across six states to attend a 
gathering of cattle people. Of course, 
there had to be an incentive. The incen- 
tive in my case was an invitation from 
old friends, Mr. & Mrs. Forrest Lemons 
of Timberline Farms, to be their guests 
at the Central Illinois Angus Field Day 
held on their place at Congerville, Illi- 
nois, June 23rd. 

Some five or six hundred persons were 
there for this event. They were for the 
most part farmers from Centra] Illinois 
and their families. In the morning there 
was a showing of purebred bulls, and 
talks on the fine points of Angus breed 
ing by experts. Then came a basket din- 
ner, with barbecued Angus beef for 
everyone, prepared by skilled cooks from 
Louisiana. 


In the afternoon more talks followed; 
also an exhibition of showmanship by 
young people who had taken prizes with 
their animals, including some who had 
shown Internationa] Grand Champions; 
and a delightful performance by a pony 
who was put through his paces by a 
charming young rider. The day closed 
with a calf scramble, the winner receiv- 
ing a young purebred heifer for his 
efforts. 

Two impressions were made on my 
mind by this gathering. The first was 
that of the deep underlying wholesome- 
ness of this middle-western farm life. 
What a clean affair this was - no drunks, 
no gambling, no off-color entertainment, 
but plenty of good humor, neighbors 
visiting together and making strangers 
like ourselves fee] at home, and a lot of 


straight information on how to improve 
cattle management on the farm. 


The second impression that hit me hard 
was that agriculture is one of the chief 
avenues by which science is passing in- 
to our common life. The linking up of 
the universities, the breeders associa- 
tions, and thousands of operating farmers 
is one of the most important events of 
our time. Every stock breeder, and grain 
grower, who tries out new ideas and ob- 
serves and records the results of his ven- 
tures is in so far a scientist. Through 
such men the scientific way of thinking 
and working can spread improvements 
throughout our society. 

If the farmer scientist needs Bible texts 
to support and guide him in this way of 
life he can find them in such words as 
“Prove all things; hold fast that which is 
good,” and “By their fruits ye shall know 
them.” 

Big, encouraging things are happening 
in America. The growing partnership of 
science and vigorous wholesome farm life 
is one of them. —by the Rev. Justin Wroe 
Nixon, Syracuse, New York.

One of the main objectives as a cul- 
mination of all the discussions of the 
three-day convention was adoption of res- 
olutions concerning the Packers and 
Stockyards Act. The ANLAA adopted as 
its objectives for the ensuing year the re- 
vision of the Packers and Stockyards Act 
to apply uniformly to all marketing 
agencies and other type marketing opera- 
tions, and to establish its administration 
and enforcement as an independent divi- 
sion of the Department of Agriculture, 
separate and apart from the commodity 
branches.

DOUBTFUL PRACTICE 

To hold rainfall where it falls, reduce 
erosion, and increase forage yields native 
pastures should not be burned, long-time 
tests by the Kansas Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station indicate. Kansas tests, un- 
derway since 1927, have indicated that if 
burning should become necessary, it 
should be done in late spring, about April 
80. However, studies of moisture infil- 
tration, evaporation, and forage yields in- 
dicate that pastures probably never 
should be burned.

MOISTURE IS KEY TO 
MAKING TOP SILAGE 

The right moisture content of ensilage 
is essential for good fermentation, accord- 
ing to S. T. Dexter of the farm crops de- 
partment at Michigan State University. 

Silage should be damp enough to pack 
well and keep air out. However, it should 
not be so wet that a lot of juice is squeez- 
ed from the silo. 

Dexter explains that forage in bunker 
silos need not be as dry as most of that 
which goes into upright silos.

Beef production has zoomed in the last 
few years, reaching a record per capita 
consumption of more than 85 pounds per 
capita. People are now asking, “Can beef 
production be maintained at this high rate 
on a basis which will be profitable to the 
stockman ?” 


The answer hinges on a lot of consider- 
ations. Some of these considerations are 
economic in nature and beyond the im- 
mediate control of the beef cattle indus- 
try. Others come right home to roost with 
the breeder, feeder and processor. 


All around us we hear of developments 
which indicate that the beef industry’s 
future success will not be automatic or 
guaranteed. Everyone in the beef busi- 
ness should step livelier to protect the 
gains that have been made and to con- 
tinue the upward surge. 


One important development has to do 
with fats, another with the need for 
economy of production and processing, 
still another with packaging and mer- 
chandising. 


It’s no news to you that the air’s been 
full of talk about leaner beef, leaner pork, 
leaner everything. What you don’t hear 
so much about is that the consumers who 
want all of this leanness in beef don’t

want any drop in grade or quality—in 
fact, the trend for years has been headed 
the other way. 

Leaner beef—and yet something that’s 
just as good or better than before—that 
sounds like having your cake and eating 
it too. Still, some of us are zany enough 
to think that the trick can be turned—if 
you'll allow someone about 15 or 20 years 
to work it out. We’re banking on the re- 
search scientists to come up with “meat- 
type cattle’—the same as they did meat- 
type hogs. In that respect, we’re right 
where meat-type hogs stood a decade or 
so ago. 

As for the details on breeding research, 
I’ll leave most of those to Dean Darlow 
and Dr. Keesee, who also are making edi- 
torial contributions to “The Long Look 
Ahead.” 


One aspect of breeding, at least, comes 
pretty close to the processing industry. 
That is the great variation among “look- 
alike” steers, after they are slaughtered 
and hung up in the cooler. Cattle buyers 
note these differences when they follow 
test lots of cattle through the processing 
line. The variations were most strikingly 
pointed out last year at the steer carcass 
contest held in connection with the Inter- 
national Livestock Exposition. 


In the Angus Junior Yearling Class the 
steer with the largest amount of red

meat, as indicated by loin eye measure- 
ment, had a loin eye area of 14.80 square 
inches. He weighed 1,100 pounds alive. 
Another steer, weighing 1,040 pounds, 
had a loin eye area measuring only 9.47 
inches, In this class, there was a 56-per 
cent variation in loin eye measurement, 
while the range in live weights was only 
24 per cent. 

The steer with the largest loin eye 
measurement (12.99 square inches) in the 
Angus Senior Calf class came from an 
animal weighing 900 pounds. This steer 
had a larger loin eye than another in the 
class that weighed 100 pounds heavier. 


On fat thickness over the eye muscle 
(12th rib) there was a range from .4 inch 
on a 1,135-pound steer to a maximum of 
1.77 inch on a steer weighing only 5 
pounds heavier. This was in the Angus 
Junior Yearling class. 


In the Angus Summer Yearling class, 
the steer with the thinnest layer of fat 
(measuring .5 inch) over the rib eye 
weighed 970 pounds, This steer was only 
75 pounds lighter than the one with the 
thickest fat covering (1.73 inches). It is 
noteworthy that in this class the steer 
with the largest rib eye also had the 
thinnest fat layer. 


The carcass contest figures also sharp- 
ly challenge the widely held belief that 
fatness and marbling must go together. 
In only four of the nine major classes 
(3 Angus, 3 Hereford, 3 Shorthorn) did 
the animals with the most fat over the 
loin eye have a higher average score for 
marbling than the same number of ani- 
mals with the thinnest fat layers. In fact, 
for three classes, the marbling score 
averages were the same, and in one class 
those with the least fat had a higher 
average score than those with the most. 

A study of the carcass data also re- 
vealed a few outstanding individuals, One 
Angus senior calf, with barely more than 
a half-inch of fat over the eye muscle, 
had one of the two top marbling scores

within the class. The same feat was per- 
formed by two Angus summer yearlings 
with slightly less than three-fourth inch 
of fat. 

If borne out in further studies, and put 
to work in breeding herds, these indica- 
tions could be of inestimable value to the 
beef industry in meeting consumer pref- 
erence. Furthermore, the conversion of 
feed into a higher proportion of protein, 
and less of fat, should cut production cost 
and also reduce trimming expense in the 
processing plant. 

The officials of several other livestock 
shows are now considering a carcass con- 
test in connection with live steer judging 
classes, says Dr. H. H. Kildee, dean 
emeritus of Iowa State College and 
director-in-charge of the carcass contest 
at the International. For example, the 
beef cattle classes at the 1957 Iowa State 
Fair are being patterned pretty largely 
after the International, with nearly as 
many awards. 


During the past few months, Dean Kil- 
dee reports, the word has been spreading 
about steer carcass shows and the differ- 
ences in lean and fat they reveal. He 
believes that such measurements will 
grow increasingly important as the beef 
breeders go more generally into record of 
performance work. 


Research scientists are hard at work 
trying to find some practical and accu- 
rate way of measuring the thickness of 
muscling and fat in live animals, They 
seek families of cattle that consistently 
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transmit the desirable fleshing traits to 
their offspring. Once found, suitable 
males and females from these lines can 
be retained for breeding. 

Let’s skip from beef breeding research 
to some processing, distribution and mer- 
chandising developments. These may be 
of primary concern only to the packer 
and retailer, but they are none-the-less 
tremendously important to the breeder 
and feeder, since all segments of the beef 
industry depend upon the dollars that the 
consumer is willing and able to spend for 
their product. 

We constantly see and hear more about 
the pre-packaging of fresh and cured 
meats. This development has come along, 
hand-in-hand, with the phenomenal 
growth of self-service meat markets in 
retail food stores. 

Pre-packaging of red meats has evolv- 
ed into two general forms—fresh and 
frozen. Each form has its place, also its 
problems. 

Fresh red meats in attractive, trans- 
parent wrappers appeal to many shop- 
pers who like to choose from a display 
of packages of various weights and 
prices. For this kind of handling, some 
distributive and operative economies can 
be effected through centralized pre-pack- 
aging, either at the meat packing plant 
or in the warehouses of retail food 
chains. But, while pre-packaging of fresh 
red meat is fundamentally sound, there 
are many problems that still must be 
whipped. 

One problem is discoloration. When red 
meats are packaged and stored in a self- 
service case, a chemical reaction takes 
place, with the myoglobin (red pigment)

Whether the individual Angus breeder 
knows it or riot he is making decisions 
today that will determine where he will 
be in his breeding operations twenty to 
twenty-five years from now. Where he 
will be then will in large part be deter- 
mined by what he is doing today. I think 
it’s important that he gives considerable 
thought to where he has been, where he 
is today, and where he is going tomorrow 
in the breeding of Angus cattle. 


Of course, we need to remember that 
it’s dollars the commercial man is in- 
terested in, not beauty or size alone. We 
need to remember that the cattle of the 
future will be those which will produce 
quality meat largely on roughage and 
will produce it at a price that the aver- 
age consumer can and will pay. There 
are the areas of improvement we need 
to be concerned enough about to continue 
to be careful in our operations. One 
needs, to make progress, to admit to 
himself the faults of the breed, if there 
are any, and particularly he needs to be 
concerned with the faults of his own herd 
of cattle. Even while he is extolling the 
virtues of the breed and his herd he 
must concern himself with improvements 
than can be made. If he does less than 
his best in making those improvements 
then he will share less in the advance- 
ments and profits of the future. 


I have a very deep, almost sentimental 
feeling about purebred livestock. As I 
have said on many occasions, several 
generations of men have given their 
lives to produce the breed we have—and 
the future of the breed will depend more 
on the breeder than the breed. I read a 
speech the other day the title of which 
was “To whom much is given... .” The 
title, as you know, came from the Biblical 
quotation, “To whom much is given, 
much is expected.” The men who breed 
Angus cattle have been given much and 
much is expected of them in return. 


As Angus breeders look into the future 
it would be well for them to have confi- 
dence in their country, confidence in the 
future of their country, confidence in 
their ability to shape Angus cattle so 
they will continue fifty and one hundred 
years from now a “modern” breed of 
cattle. If the breeders are as good as 
the breed then the future of each individ- 
ual breeder is assured. It means hard 
work all the time. The breeder who drifts 
and takes the future for granted during 
periods of prosperity will eventually fail. 
He must build all the time and continue 
to build. If he is wise he will do all he 
can to deserve the breed and then he can 
rest in the knowledge he is a good 
breeder.

changing to met myoglobin (a brownish 
pigment). 

Drip is another serious problem, The 
juices exuding from the meat detract 
from the appearance of the package. 

Stability is still another. Fresh red 
beef, even though packaged, will keep 
only so long before it grows slimy and 
off-condition. 

Inventory contro] also creates some 
headaches. No retail store operator can 
tell you on one day exactly what he will 
need on the next. As a result, surplus 
problems and drips are encountered in 
the unsold, held-over cuts. Package 
breakage is another difficulty of inven- 
tory control. 

All in all, there are a lot of problems 
in pre-packaging fresh beef and, so far 
we haven’t found a solution for most of 
them. However, research scientists, in a 
determined effort to keep pace with the 
growth of self-service meat departments 
and other retail trends, are coming to 
grips with these problems. 

Research in fresh meats packaging is 
taking two forms, antibiotics and irradi- 
ation. The use of aureomycin and ter- 
ramycin for improved preservation al- 
ready has been approved for poultry 
meats by the Federal Food and Drug Ad- 
ministration, but the USDA Meat In- 
spection Branch is stil] watching develop- 
ments in this process as applied to red 
meats. 

Experimentally, cold _ sterilization, 
using beta rays (high speed electrons 
from high voltage generators) and 
gamma rays (from radio-active cobalt) 
has greatly increased the shelf life of 
beef cuts. However, the development of 
off-flavors from irradiation posed a seri- 
ous drawback to cold sterilization. To 
offset this undesirable effect, a lighter 
treatment with rays is being tested Sur- 
face pasteurization will increase shelf 
life about five-fold when the packaged 
meat is kept under refrigeration. Other 
factors remain to be explored, including 
possible toxicity and cost of treatment. 


However, the problem of drip still 
stands in the way, no matter how suc- 
cessful the preservations treatments may 
be. In other words, the red, watery exu- 
date collects in objectionable quanities 
after about three days. To a limited ex- 
tent, absorbent packing boards have been 
included with the packaged meat, and 
they have added possibly two more days 
to the time that the packaged beef can 
be left in the meat case. However, there 
are some objections to the use of the 
packing boards. 

Now we come to the second general 
type of pre-packaging—fresh-frozen pre- 
packaged meats. 

Proper application of the quick- freez- 
ing technique does away with many prob- 
lems of pre-packaging fresh red meats. 
The drip problem is eliminated complete- 
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ly, and discoloration can be avoided to 
some extent. Furthermore, fresh-frozen 
beef can be preserved within certain well- 
known limits, and inventory control can 
be maintained much more easily. 

Earlier predictions as to the headway 
of fresh-frozen meats were decidedly on 
the optimistic side. Today, fresh-frozen 
meats constitute only about 2 per cent 
of the total meat production. A revised 
guesstimate in the industry now suggests 
3-5 per cent by 1960 and 8-15 per cent 
by 1965. Why, then, in view of the advan- 
tages listed, aren’t we doing more freez- 
ing? 

Some say it’s price. True, certain costs 
are incurred in fully trimming and 
properly packaging beef for freezing— 
also for the inner pack, the important 
protective wrap. Furthermore, realistic 
pound-for-pound comparisons are not al- 
ways made because people are inclined to 
compare the incompletely trimmed fresh 
cuts with the same weight of trimmed 
frozen cuts. 

Research at the University of Illinois 
indicated that the trimming of a T-bone 
steak, priced at $1.00 a pound, runs the 
cost up to $1.87 on the lean, edible meat. 
Similarly, a hip bone sirloin with an origi- 
nal price of $1.00 a pound, builds up to 
$2.00 a pound for lean, boneless meat. 

Any tendency for fresh frozen meat to 
be out of line, price-wise, may be elimi- 
nated as volume increases, It calls for 
stream-lined operations, coupled with con- 
sistent production and sales volume. Fur- 
ther economies should be _ realized 
through a savings of storage space and 
freight cost on bones and fat. 


Numerous changes will have to be 
made before frozen red meats make their 
hoped-for strides. Many packers are still

reluctant to take on a frozen meats pro- 
gram because of the need to invest large 
sums of money for what appear to be only 
long term prospects of a return. In addi- 
tion to the buildings, equipment, freezer 
storage and transportation facilities, con- 
version to frozen meats calls also for 
training personnel and for expenditures 
in merchandising and advertising the 
product, And, with large lines of frozen 
packaged meats, inventory balance can 
become a nightmare. 

Various production and merchandising 
problems are being attacked by research 
scientists. A case in point is package 
puncturing by sharp corners and bone 
protrusions, according to Clarence K. 
Wiesman, technical director of the food 
division for Armour and Company, Tests 
are being made with hot dip plastic coat- 
ings, chemically known ag _ polyesters. 
When they cool, these dips form a good 
tight casing about the cut. 

Beef’s big stake in the field of fresh 
frozen meats is cited by D. B. Love, 
general manager of Armour and Com- 
pany’s Frosted Meats Division, who said: 

“We are concentrating on beef and 
veal, and adding more lines all the time. 
These meats lend themselves extremely 
well to this kind of processing.” 

Two additional developments that seem 
likely to grow are explained by R. W. 
Shay, general manager of beef sales for 
Armour and Company, who says: 

“One of these is the sale of a greater 
proportion of our beef as prima] cuts,

away from sale of whole carcasses or 
sides and, instead, selling the individual 
dealer the cuts that he can move to the 
best advantage. 

“There will be a continued trend to- 
ward ‘case ready’ beef” continued Shay. 
“In this kind the packer takes off the 
‘rough cuts’ like the brisket, plate and 
flank—also the kidney suet, skirt and 
some of the other interior and exterior 
fats. It’s ready for the case with a mini- 
mum of further trimming. 

“The retail dealer can see no use in 
paying $2 freight (per hundred-weight) 
on a 5-cent item like fat, or other rela- 
tively low-priced items. He feels that the 
job can be done to a better advantage 
at the packing plant. 

“These trends obviously will bring a- 
bout some adjustments in our cattle buy- 
ers’ preferences, which should be heeded 
by the breeder and feeder,” concluded 
Shay. 

The road ahead for beef will have 
many turns, many of which we cannot 
foresee. In looking to the future, reassur- 
ance can be found through remembering 
that beef is more popular than ever. 
Keeping beef in this enviable spot is the 
responsibility of everyone in the business.

News From Other Breeds 


NEW LETHAL GENE 
DISCOVERED 

For the first time in medical history, a 
gene that prevents the development of a 
portion of the all-important pituitary 
gland in unborn calves—and causes cer- 
tain death eventually—has been pinned 
down by veterinary researchers on the 
Davis campus of the University of Cali- 
fornia. 


Discovery of the gene (an entity passed 
from parents to off-spring that deter- 
mines hereditary characteristics) was 
made during investigation of abnormal 
pregnancies in one line of Guernsey 
cattle. So far as the scientists know, the 
lethal gene acts only in this one breed 
of cattle; however it seems probable that 
other breeds may be affected. 


The gene is responsible for the strange 
plight of certain Guernsey cattle that are 
forced to carry their young as long as 
eight months past the normal birth date, 
report the scientists. Failure to develop 
the pituitary causes other malformations; 
the unborn calf ceases to grow at the 
seventh-month stage. Birth is delayed, 
usually until the calf dies; then the 
mother goes into weak labor and the dead 
calf is born. Several calves delivered by 
Caesarian section lived only a few min- 
utes. 


The normal pregnancy period for a 
Guernsey cow is 282 days. The range for 
these abnormal pregnancies was from 292 
days to 526 days, with an average of 401 
days. 


According to Peter C. Kennedy, J. W. 
Kendrick, and Clyde Stormont of the 
School of Veterinary Medicine on the 
Davis campus, who made the discovery, 
this hereditary defect offers an excellent 
opportunity to study some of the basic 
problems of birth in all mammals. 


It should be noted that this abnormal 
pregnancy differs from hereditary “pro- 
longed gestation” of cattle, seen prin- 
cipally in Holsteins. In cases of “pro- 
longed gestation,” the unborn calf grows 
larger and larger; apparently it is not 
affected by the same gene that prevents 
development of the pituitary gland. 


FROM THE BROWN SWISS 
BULLETIN, AUGUST 1957

CAN WE SIMPLIFY SIRE PROVINGS? 

Breeders attending the Indianapolis 
Convention were deeply interested in the 
presentation of Dr. Fohrman of Beltsville 
regarding their “Prove Sire” breeding 
demonstration. This program has covered 
over three decades of work with rather 
large numbers of animals and some strik- 
ing results have been secured. 

Generation after generation of proved 
sire matings have taken place in the herd 
at Beltsville and the degree of success 
has been indicated by the consistently 
high ratings in the Honor List. 

Dr. Fohrman stated that a complete re- 
port of the project will be made within 
a few months, and will be available in 
bulletin form. There is one aspect, how- 
ever, which he presented at Indianapolis 
upon which we wish to comment briefly 
at this time. 

In the experiment no females were 
culled. This, of course, would not be a 
practical procedure for a dairyman, How- 
ever, to throw some light on the subject 
they segregated the records of the daugh- 
ters of their lowest producing cows and 
as we understood the figures found that 
these daughters actually averaged higher 
than the daughters of the higher record 
dams. 

Dr. Fohrman’s point was that in cull- 
ing dairymen simply should not sell for 
veal the heifer calves from their lower 
producing cows. Instead, he recommended 
keeping the calves and selling the cull 
cows. These figures will be brought out 
in more detail when we have the full re- 
port. 

This information should draw at least 
a second glance from those who continue 
to rely on Bull Indexes. It further 
strengthens the position which our As- 
sociation took some years ago in 
dropping the Bull Index after a few 
years trial. 


Whether these findings may carry still 
further implications with respect to our 
whole program of bull provings by dam- 
daughter comparisons will be a matter 
for further study after the full story is 
made public. (The above editoria] appear-

That old saw about “It’s an ill wind 
that blows no one some good” has special 
significance for Ted Wilkinson, owner of 
the Wake Robin Farm in Hudson, Ohio. 

For it was a tornado that led him to 
construct a pressure-creosoted pole barn 
for his beef cattle after that tornado did 
about $75,000 damage to his barns and 
livestock the night of May 12, 1956. 

“Tt sounded like a train roaring down 
on us,” said Mr, Wilkinson, describing 
the fury of the winds which leveled 
barns, ripped down power and telephone 
lines, blew roofs off houses and uprooted 
heavy trees. 

The night that the tornado vented its 
full fury on the old cattle barn at Wake 
Robin Farm, lifting it from its foun- 
dation and dropping it 12 feet away, Mr. 
Wilkimson also lost 72 of his prize beef 
cattle, which were killed outright. 


Uses Pressure-Creosoted Poles 


“IT had 100 prize beef cattle in the 
barn that night and lost two bulls, 58 
cows and 12 calves,” Mr. Wilkinson said, 
adding “One of the bulls was valued at 
$20,000.” 

Therefore, in setting about the build- 
ing of a new barn, Mr. Wilkinson gave it 


some serious consideration. “Somewhere 
I had read about a pole barn that had

withstood the lash of a hurricane in 
South Carolina,” he said. “I know that 
a creosoted pole won’t rot, and that fun- 
gus, bacteria and termites can’t destroy 
it... . and poles impregnated with 
creosote have been known to last 30 to 
50 years. That was good enough for 
me.” 


That is why Mr. Wilkinson’s new beef 
cattle barn was built of pressure-creo- 
soted poles treated by Koppers Company, 
Inc. “We built it for a cost of $9,000, 
which was less than one-third of what it 
would have cost to build a barn similar

to the one that was destroyed, and we 
had it up within two weeks .... with 
five men working.” 


Specifications for Poles 

Sixty-four of these Koppers creosoted 
poles, which were purchased from the 
Curry Lumber Company of Wooster, 
Ohio, were used in construction of the 
new barn. They were sunk five feet 
into the ground and the holes filled with 
concrete. The poles were spaced seven 
and a half feet apart around the outer 
edge of the barn and 15 feet apart under 
the roof itself. 

Dimensions of the poles, as specified, 
were five or six inches top diameter, and 
ranged in length from 14 to 30 feet. 
Sixty-three pieces of creosoted matched 
pine, each two inches thick, six inches 
wide, and 16 feet long, were used for 
reinforcements. 

The new pole barn has two stories, 
with the bottom floor for cattle and an 
upper story which can accommodate 9,000 
bales of hay. The lower floor measures 
110 feet by 75 feet and the loft is 100 
feet by 50 feet. This gives Mr. Wilkin- 
son 13,250 square feet at a cost of $9,000, 
or 67 cents per square foot. 

Mr. Wilkinson feels that if he had had 
this type of barn last year his losses 
would have been much less. 

Better Protection Against Storms 

“By building this new barn with creo- 
soted poles and having a low frontal 
area facing the wind, I feel I have much 
better protection when and if another 
tornado ever hits”, he said, 

A lineal descendant of the youngest 
general ever to serve in the United 
States Army, Mr. Wilkinson entered 
farming in an unusual fashion. In 1939

Imagine how different the production 
of livestock may be in the years ahead. 
Some of our feeding practices are far 
different today because of new machines, 
easing our chores, new drugs and feed 
additives specific in their action, and new 
forms, in which the feed is fed to the 
livestock. 


We can not expect men of research to 
stimulate the animal to produce beyond 
its inherited ability, without being con- 
fronted with the old law of diminishing 
return. We may use to some extent feed 
additives which have the ability to stimu- 
late certain organs or glands to function 
abnormally but nature has a way of say- 
ing “No” when we tamper with these 
processes too much within the animal, It 
seems reasonable with this being true to 
expect most of our future progress in the 
feeding of livestock to be in the area of 
specific feeds to meet the animals re- 
quirements. It seems to be the belief of 
many that one of the most promising 
frontiers in the livestock industry is the 
organizing of all the new developments 
into a practical and profitable program. 
Too many times we find people failing to 
produce efficiently not because of many 
failures but because he fails in just one 
part of the production program. 


Many of the developments within the 
years ahead will need to be examined 


carefully. Some of these developments 
will find their way into the livestock in- 
dustry while others will show a low re- 
turn or possibly no return. 


There is now experimental work which 
may find its way into your feeding prac- 
tices in the future. One of these new 
developments is the coating of whole 
grain with protein supplements using an 
edible adhesive to glue the supplements to 
the grain. This new method of coating 
corn with supplement by using edible 
adhesives enables livestock and poultry 
producers to self feed whole grains with- 
out the animals sorting the supplement 
from the grain. It also adds considerable 
palatability to the total ration, It has been 
proven that grinding grains permits oxy- 
gen in the air to come into contact with 
the particles and thus oxidation begins. 
This oxidation or destruction of the nut- 
rients in ground corn continues from the 
time it is ground. You, of course, realize 
this when the feed gets a rancid odor. 
This new process of coating the grains 
such as corn with an adhesive gives the 
feeder an opportunity to feed a balanced 
ration without grinding (thus leaving all 
the natural barriers between the oil, 
starch, etc.,) leaving you a natural pellet. 
It is believed this might make possible 
the harvesting of high moisture corn 
which in recent college tests, has shown 
to be somewhat superior to low moisture 
corn. Some experimental work indicates

What Can We Expect? 


that corn is more able to retain its nu- 
tritional value when the corn is not too 
dry. This fact may account for high mois- 
ture corn having somewhat superior feed- 
ing qualities rather than the moisture it- 
self having any real value. 


The edible adhesive used in the 
coating process would seal the air away 
from the high moisture corn and there- 
fore eliminate oxidation or the problem of 
heating in storage. It would permit the 
shelling of corn with high moisture be- 
cause it could be coated with this edible 
adhesive supplement and stored without 
danger of heating in bins because oxygen 
in the air could not come into contact 
with the grain. 


It is also possible more feed supple- 
ments may be produced which are water 
soluble or will go into suspension making 
it possible to contro] the intake of cer- 
tain nutrients being fed to the livestock. 
It might be more convenient in some 
cases to feed this water soluble or water 
suspended supplement to cattle or other 
livestock on pasture than by more famil- 
iar methods. 


While we are on this subject of mois- 
ture in feeds another promising new ad- 
vancement is coming into starter feeds 
for small calves and weanling pigs. It is 
starter feeds with high moisture content. 
Small calves and baby pigs have been 
found to start eating high moisture start- 
er feeds much earlier because it is much 
more palatable. The real problem is in 
storing and distributing these feeds with- 
out spoilage. This however, can be over- 
come by certain additives and by sealing 
high moisture feeds into water proof bags 
filled with inert gas thus eliminating 
most of the oxygen which is necessary 
for oxidation. 


Certain ingredients have proved to sup- 
port less mold and destruction but it is 
our feeling that future work will give 
us ways to store feeds and retain more of 
its food value and palatability. Palatabili- 
ty is an important factor. It is believed 
to have an effect on the efficient feeding 
of livestock. 


Many of us can not see what the future 
can bring because the difference between 
success and failure of a new method or 
development is many times so fine. 
Centinued research and testing of new 
products and methods of feeding will help 
us discover the real value of these and 
other developments to the livestock in- 


dustry.

The night before dad and I were to 
leave for the International he told me 
we couldn’t go, because we couldn’t af- 
ford a special trip to Chicago just to 
show the calf. You can imagine how 
disappointed I was after planning on it 
since the State Fair. 

The next day the cattle market sud- 
denly changed and daddy decided to ship 
the fat: cattle to Chicago, and “Shorty” 
and I could go along. 

No time was lost in packing our show 
equipment, and clothes, and as we were 
youngest brother Roger 
came running to the truck and said, 
“Don’t come back unless you win Grand 
Championship”, of course, it was a joke. 

The day following our arrival in Chi- 
cago, it was all an accident that we met 
Bud McBride and Gene Schubert, herds- 
man and fitter for Penney & James. Bud 
showed us how to clip and block “Shorty” 
and Gene taught me everything I know 
about showmanship. 

I won Grand Champion of the Junior 
Division on Saturday following Thanks- 
giving, and Grand Champion of the Open 
Show the following Tuesday. 

From there we went to New York 
where we appeared on Ed Sullivan’s tele- 
vision show which goes to coast-to-coast. 


The 16,650 dollars I received for 
“Shorty” went for pure-bred Angus 
stock. Forrest Lemons took my father 
to several good herds in Central Illinois, 
where he selected good heifers for our 
herd foundation from Tree Lane Farm 
at El Paso—Lloyd Noe at Eureka and 
Collins at Luverne, Missouri. Our breed- 
ing bull came from the Orval Stiegman 
herd at Thawville, Illinois. 


In 1955 my brother Tyrone and I each 
showed an Angus steer at the Inter- 
national. Although neither won a class, 
each stood among the top ten in their 
class. My calf had been sick, and we 
were then more determined to come back 
and try again in 1956. 

We had a good calf last year another 
Angus, “Dale” who went on to win the 
Junior Division at the International. Al- 
though he was defeated in open class 
competition, I was very much satisfied 
with his success. 

We hope to go back to the Internation- 
al this year with a group of pure-bred 
Angus and a steer from our own herd. 
Our herd has now grown to 45 and our 
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calves are outstanding. We have been 
lucky in picking a breeding bull. 

Because of “Shorty’s” victory at the 
International in 1954 and publicity I have 
received since then, many honors have 
come to me. The most recent was an 
invitation to participate in the Animal 
Health Institute at White Sulphur 
Springs, West Virginia. I sat in on a 
panel discussion at the annual meeting 
last April. It was another experience in 
a long list that I shall always treasure 
and for an 18-year old Iowa Farm girl, 
I think I have been very lucky!

Each registered Angus breeder has his 
own particular reason for getting into the 
Angsu business‘ and these reasons are very 
numerous, ranging from taking a definite 
fancy to the Blacks all the way to a real 
down-to-earth purpose, such as raising bulls 
for.a commercial herd. 

The latter reason was responsible for the 
formation in 1942, of the Angus herd main- 
tained by Mahaffey Livestock, Inc., located 
at Tendoy, Idaho, in the Lemhi River Valley 
at the foot of the Bitterroot range of moun- 
tains in Idaho. 

While this name is comparatively new to 
the Angus Fraternity, the Mahaffey family 
has called Idaho home since 1908 when the 
founder of the operation, Stephen A. Ma- 
haffey came into the Tendoy country from 
Chillicothe, Missouri to homestead. In 1918 
he bought the home place that is still a part 
of the 120,000 acres in Idaho and western 
Montana that now make up this ranch oper- 
ation. This 120,000 acres includes state 
leased land and federal grazing land. 

Mahaffey Livestock, Inc., is a closed cor- 
poration and is owned solely by Mrs, Hazel 
Mahaffey, Mr. and Mrs. E. R. “Tex” Schmidt 
and Mr. and Mrs. Stephen Mahaffey. The 
corporation owns 8,000 acres of land in 
Idaho while Mrs. Schmidt and her brother 
Stephen have 7,000 acres in Montana. 

The corporation is primarily a cattle oper- 
ation and they run registered and commer- 
cial Angus as well as registered and com- 
mercial Herefords. They also use Angus 
bulls on the Hereford cows and in their

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our visit the corporation was running a rég- 
istered herd of around 90 brood cows and 
500 commercial cows of the same breed. 

In the spring of 194@ the Mahaffeys 
bought their first Angus, when they pur- 
chased 100 head of commercial pasture 
raised Angus cows from Phillip Cottom of 
Leadore, Idaho. The cows were bought for 
$100 per head in early February and were 
bred at the time of sale. They began to calve 
about the first of March and had a 100 per- 
cent calf crop. The second year they did 
even better, having a 101 percent calf crop. 

Each year the Mahaffeys kept back the 
heifers and with 500 head of producing An- 
gus cows in the herd, they have as many as 
they feel they can handle properly. Mean- 
while, the elder Mahaffey bought 10 head of 
cows that had originally come from the well 
known Angus herd maintained by R. C. 
Peterson at Charlo, Montana. Some of the 
very best calves in the herd have come from 
these cows, As they began to increase the 
size of their Angus herd the Mahaffeys 
found that they were hard pressed in that 
country to get bulls for their commercial 
herd and this was the birth of the register- 
ed Angus herd, as they decided the best 


thing to do was to raise their own bulls. | 


Thus, in 1950 Stephen A, Mahaffey went to 
the Penney and James sale, where he pro- 
ceeded to top the sale, buying the bull 
Homeplace Eileenmere 67th for $4,200. This 
bull was sired by the great bull Eileenmere 
487th. At the same sale Mahaffey bought a 
grandson of “487th” and a daughter of the 
same bull. He also bought eight foundation 
cows at the same sale, paying up to $3,500, 
the second highest price for a cow at that 
Sale. 

In 1953 the founder of the Mahaffey herd 
died and his son, also named Stephen, took 
over the management of the big spread, with 
the capable assistance of his mother and 
sister, Mrs. “Tex” Schmidt. Young Ma- 
haffey likes plenty of scale in his cows and 
also is very happy with the rustling ability 
of his Angus cows. He explained that the 
Angus cows have even made it necessary to 
fence some of the steepest hills, hiils that 
other cows failed to pasture because of the 
sharp grade. 


Producing steers and heifers for the feed- 
lot has been the main business of the Ma- 
haffey place for some time. The herd was 
well known and their strong reputation 
made for ready sale of their young cattle 
each year. Originally, they sold their cattle 
as two-year-old olds off the grass, but they 
then changed to yearlings. Mahaffey would 
rather sell the twos off the grass than sell 
the young cattle. Even the cows that are 
sold off each year by Mahaffey have found 
some strong buyer interest to go back to 
the country. Three years ago all but one 
load of the cows sold back to the country, 
while two years ago some fat cows went to 
the market, but sold to go back to the coun- 
try at a higher price than the packer was 
willing to pay for them. 


Last year Mahaffey fed a load of heifers, 
the tail-end load of the string. Packer buy- 
ers paid $18.50 per cwt. fer the heifers at a 
time when the price for comparable offer- 
ings was generally $17.75. But, these heifers 
have been bred and then aborted, using 100 
milligrams of Stillbestrol to cause the abor- 
tion. No heifers were lost in this experi- 
ment, but they appeared so much more 
straight barrelled after having aborted. 
This year many other cattle ralsers have 
aborted their heifers and Mahaffey believes 
that it might be that this practice will take 
the place of spaying heifers in many areas 
as the heifers do not suffer a setback and 
make a good appearance to the buyer. He 
has found that there is little danger if the 
heifers abort during the first six months of 
pregnancy. 

Getting back to the commercial herd, Ma- 
haffey culls his calves three times before 
they become yearlings and he picks his re- 
placement cattle at 14 months of age. He 
again checks them the following fall in or- 
der to hold his quality at the high level his 
herd as become noted for. 

The Mahaffey ranches are located in 
typical cattle country. The country is rough 
and hilly, largely suited for pasture and hay 
crops. The hay crops consist of alfalfa, 
timothy, brome and alsike and a year ago a 
total of 2,400 tons of hay was cut on the 
Idaho acreage. Previous to last year Ma- 
haffey used to stack all of the hay, using 
the “beaver slides” that are so common in 
that part of the country. But, in 1956 he be- 
gan to bale his hay and they baled all that 
was produced, Mahaffey being of the opin- 
ion that it was considerably cheaper to bale 
and feed baled hay. He found that a man 
can feed 300 cows in two to three hours with 
baled hay where it took the same man a full 
day using loose hay. Previously his crew 
consisted of 14 men, but now the regular 
force is made up of eight men, four extra 
being added when bale stacking is being 
done. In addition to the huge tonnage of 
hay used for the Mahaffey herds they also 
feed about 250 tons of concentrates each 
year. 

In 1952 the Mahaffey outfit began to 
show cattle in the Golden Spike Exposition 
at Ogden, Utah and since that date have 
been consistent winners. Only in 1956 did 
they fail to make the show as they were com- 
pletely sold out of cattle. In their first show 
in 1952 at Ogden, Mahaffey Livestock, Inc., 
came away with a grand champion pen of 
five steers, a first and third place pen of 
five steers; second, third, fourth and fifth 
in the carload steer show, In 1953 Mahaffey 
Livestock, Inc., had reserve champion load 
of feeder steers, reserve champion pen of 
five steers, second, third, fifth and seventh 
place load of steers, second and seventh in 
the pen of five steers. . 


At the 1954 Golden Spike show Mahaffey 
had the grand champion load of steer calves, 
reserve champion load of steer calves, first, 
second, fifth and sixth place load of steers,

second and fourth pen of five steers and he 
won a trophy for a load of feeder steers that 
sold at the 1953 show (they were reserve 
champions then) and returned as champion 
load of fat cattle. The breeder was awarded 
the trophy and this was the first and only 
time that this trophy has ever been won. 
The Mahaffey awards at the 1955 show in- 
cluded grand champion pen of 20 feeders, 
champion of the open class with 20 heifers, 
first place load of heifers, first, third and 
fourth place load of feeder steers and fourth 
place pen of 5 steers. 

From these records it can readily be seen 
that Mahaffey Livestock, Inc, is apparently 
producing the kind of calves that are so 
readily ta':en by cattle feeders as well as 
packers and there is promise that this opera- 
tion will be heard of again and again in the 
future.

A Big Cross Bred Operation 


HERD REFERENCE EDITION 
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During the past two decades there has 
been a sharp rise in the population of the 
state of California and this has resulted 
in a comparative shortage of home-grown 
meats. At yarious times, especially since 
World War Il, it has been necessary for 
California meat packers to iook outside 
the state for a share of the state’s meat 
supply. California meat producers have 
been doing their utmost to remedy this 
and are turning out a much larger vol- 
ume of livestock than a few years ago. 

One of the large beef producing ranch- 
es in California is that operated as the 
Camatta Ranch, Inc., located in the foot- 
hills just west of the Carissa Plains, a 
part of the Coastal Range of mountains. 
The ranch is 30 miles east of the much- 
traveled “coast highway” U. S. 101 and 
consists of a total of 38,000 acres, 20,000 
acres of which is grazing land. The out- 
fit is laid out in a rectangle that is fif- 
teen miles in length and three and a half 
miles in breadth, and was founded in 
1873, At present the spread is owned by 
the D. O. Mills estate and the DO brand 
is one of the oldest in the state of 
California. 

This west coast operation is strictly a 
commercial beef producing outfit, using 
Angus bulls on Hereford and cross bred 
heifers and cows. The brood cew herd 
usually is held at around 1,500 head and 
the young manager, Porter Willis, has 
made it a practice of holding back the 
heifers for the past couple of years. 
Formerly the Camatta outfit sold a good 
many feeder cattle to other cattle feed- 
ers, but for the past three years Willis 
has been feeding out all of the cattle 
produced at the place and has sold no 
feeders. 


Originally the Camatta ranch was a 
Hereford spread, but because of the 
large tracts of summer fallow that found 
a good deal of dust in the air, the Here- 
fords were given to a good deal of pink- 
eye. Some considerable thought was giv- 
en to this problem as the ailment ac- 
counted for a good deal of time. Then, 
Willis decided to go to the Angus breed 
for his bulls in an attempt to clear up 
this ailment, Since using the black bulls 
pinkeye has been unknown at Camatta. 


The Camatta ranch is situated in the 
short grass country of California and is 
well supplied with water from wells and 
springs, although it is necessary for 
some of the cattle to travel as much as 
three miles for water, and that is one 
reason young Willis is so extremely care- 
ful about his selection of cattle. The ex- 
tremely rugged country is a real chal-

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lenge to the cattle on the place and there 
is no room for a weak strain. 

Selection of bulls for use on the rough 
Camatta ranch is a prime problem for 
young Porter Willis, who has managed 
this huge operation for the past six 
years, succeeding his father-in-law, Dean 
Brown, who had been manager for 20 
years. When making his bull purchases 
Willis is unwilling to take a calf if he 
cannot see their sires and dams, He buys 
the bulls as bull calves in the fall off 
their mothers and then places them on a 
650 acre place to grow out. They have to 
be willing to travel the rough ground for 
their feed and he supplements their feed 
with grain and hay. He has had some 
exceptional good results using bulls ob- 
tained from the San Jeronimo Ranch 
No. 2 of Ed and Patsy Biaggini at Cayu- 
cos, California, The rugged range on the 
Biaggini place really prepares the bulls 
for the tough terrain they find at Cam- 
atta and they have been standing up un- 
der those tough conditions. 

The calves are in no way babied along 
and only the fittest survive the rigors of 
such a life. Willis allows 20 acres to the 
cow and she and her calf are assured of 
plenty of feed, provided they will work 
for it. Rainfall at the place averages 
about 12 inches per year, but a good 
share of that is bunched up in the spring 
and it does get pretty dry at other times. 
The haif bred Angus mothers have 
proved very good milkers and have aid- 
ed their calves in getting the good start 
they need, He keeps back the half-bred 
heifers and breeds them to black bulls 
and many 3/4 blood Angus calves are 
seen in the pastures, Willis has found 
that his cross-bred Angus heifers outdo 
straight Herefords in this rough and rug- 
ged country. They have little trouble 
calving and are able to furnish their 
calves with plenty of milk to give them 
a good start. 

With an operation as large as the 
Camatta Ranch it is difficult to attempt 
to keep close watch over cows and heif- 
ers about to calve out and that is one of 
the reasons for using the Angus bulls. 
The first calf heifers rarely have trouble 
calving out on the range and the small, 
hornless black calves give little or no 
trouble to the other cows. Sure, there 
are some losses, but it has been noted 
that calf and cow losses have been small- 
er since using the Angus bulls. 

Willis wants an easy fleshing, loose- 
hided animal that will feed out well and 
gain as much as possible. He tries to 
feed out his cattle to grade out “choice” 
with an end of “good” and he has been 
working toward the reputation for pro- 
ducing quality cattle, carrying just as 
much fat as the consumer wants. Prime 
grade is of no interest as the demand is 
small.

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How to Lose Meat Customers 


Feeding 900 to 1,000 pounds of feed to 
produce 100 pounds of beef is one way 
to lose meat customers! 

Speakers at the seventh annual Cattle- 
men’s Short Course at Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute July 16-17 drove home 
this point in emphasizing the need for a 
better feeding and breedinng program 
for Alabama cattle. 

Pointing out that broilers can be pro- 
duced for as little as 2.25 pounds of feed 
per pound of bird, Dr. Troy B, Patterson, 
associate animal breeder, API Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station, said this 
reduction in cost has greatly increased 
broiler consumption. “It is obvious, 
therefore, that if the beef producer ex- 
pects to compete for the meat market, 
he must by necessity cut production cost 
by decreasing the 900 to 1,000 pounds of 
feed required to produce 100 pounds of 
beef,” Patterson declared. 

Dr. W. M. Warren, head of the Experi- 
ment Station’s animal husbandry and nu- 
trition department, said in the Short 
Course keynote address that cattlemen 
have not begun to realize the full pro- 
duction potential from meat animals but 
the increase in production must be in 
more pounds per head at a lower pro- 
duction cost per pound. 


How can this be accomplished? For 
one thing, said Warren, a major effort 
should be directed toward the develop- 
ment of productive pastures and cattle 
with the proved ability to utilize pasture 
to the fullest. Part of this effort calls 
for performance testing, he continued. 
“The handwriting is on the wall”, he de- 
clared. “Performance testing of beef 
cattle and swine is being widely utilized 
in neighboring states. Eight thousand 
cows in one county in Texas are on test 
this year and over 100 counties in the 
state are entered. If we plan to keep 
abreast, Alabama livestock men must 
utilize this proved production method.” 


Henry H. Leveck, associate director, 
Mississippi Agricultural Experiment 
Station, said cattle producers need to use 
more research information. “The Re- 
gional Beef Breeding Project, of which 
the Alabama Experiment Station is a 
member, is pointing the way to better 
feed utilization and lower costs in the 
production of beef,” he reported, “Many 
steers have been raised that produced 
100 pounds of feed ‘lot gain for less than 
600 pounds of grain and 130 pounds of 
hay. This study shows a high degree of

The calves at the Camatta Ranch are 
started on dry range and get all the 
molasses they want, and from there 
move to a term on the barley pasture. 
After this they are again returned to 
the dry pasture where they are given 
some green-chop, corn and barley that 
has just begun to head out. Their ration 
when they enter the feedlot consists of 
barley, cotton seed, oat meal and almond 
hulls or citrus pulp. In the summer and 
fall a good deal of green-chopped alfal- 
fa, corn and corn silage is fed, but near 
the end of the feeding period this green 
feed is cut back. The operation is pri- 
marily a green-chop affair. Late in De- 
cember Willis begins to sort out those 
cattle that are finished. If the cattle are 
finished at 750 lbs. Willis is unwilling 
to feed them six months in order to make 
them average 1,000 lbs. He wants maxi- 
mum weight and an early finish. This 
young manager reported that most of 
the cattle sorted out of the lots for the 
first load for slaughter are half-bloods 
and he has never had a straight Here- 
ford animal in the first load. 

Willis cited a shipment of steers that 
were weighed March 2d. They showed a 
3% lb. gain per day in 30 days, after 
allowing a four percent shrink. They 
sold 10 days after they were weighed, 
with 34 head grading choice and six head 
high good. Another lot of 101 head of 


cross-bred steers checked on September 
16 had been on feed 28 days, receiving 
a ration of green-chop and 2 lbs. of cot- 
ton seed meal. The cattle showed a daily 
gain of 2.63 lbs. 

Unfortunately, the far west is suffer- 
ing from a lack of rain like so much of 
this great country and this has neces- 
sitated a cut-back in the number of cows 
on the Camatta Ranch, but when normal 
moisture is received the herd will again 
be increased. 

Farming operations use around 18,000 
acres of this 38,000 acre place and crops 
include alfalfa, corn, barley and wheat. 
Miles of aluminum pipe is used to irri- 
gate these crops with overhead sprinkler 
systems. Naturally, an operation of this 
size has need for a great deal of ma- 
chinery. This includes three D7 Cater- 
pillar tractors with 16 foot discs. During 
seeding operations all tractors on the 
place work round the clock. 

A visit to the Camatta Ranch is ex- 
tremely interesting and actually a per- 
son is amazed at its size and the ease 
with which it is run. Willis leaves no 
doubt in your mind that he is more than 
satisfied with his cross-breeding pro- 
gram and he will continue to use the 
Angus bulls on straight Hereford and 
cross-bred heifers for a better set of 
feeder cattle with which to establish his 
reputation as a fat cattle producer.

When he bought the cattle farm in 
1950, Mr. Wilkinson was surprised to 
discover that it had been owned in 1803 


‘by his great-gréat-great-great grand- 


father, General James J. Wilkinson who, 
at the age of 19, became the youngest 
general in the Continental Army—an age 
record that still stands. 


Interesting Personal Background 


Mr. Wilkinson himself has an admi- 
rable and interesting military record. He 
was awarded the Navy-Marine Corps 
Medal for Extraordinary Heroism in 
World War II after the battle of Eni- 
wetok atoll, As a Navy flyer he was 
wounded and captured by the Japanese 
from whom he later escaped. 


He eventually attained the rank of 
Commander while serving on the staffs 
of Admirals Hoover, Halsey, Salada, 
Harrill and Minitz. Actually, Mr. Wilk- 
inson tried to begin his military career 
during World War I but was released 
from the Army when it was discovered 
he was only 14 years old. 


Today his activities are in different 
fields. He belongs to the Cleveland 
Farms Club and is president of the Hud- 
son Township Property Owners, which 
he helped found. He is proudest, how- 
ever, of serving as an active Sunday 
School teacher.

FLY CONTROL AIDS 
BEEF PROFITS 


Horn flies and other insects, if un- 
controlled, can take a big chunk out of 
beef profits. 

But fortunately, there are ways to 
control many of these pests on beef 
cattle, says R. E. Jacobs, extension live- 
stock specialist at the University of 
Minnesota. 

The best device to use is a treadle 
sprayer that directs insecticide spray at 
all parts of the animal’s body. Such a 
device needs to be placed where the 
animal must walk through it to get to 
water. That way, the cattle are certain 
to be sprayed daily. 

In summer, 1955, experiments at the 
University, beef cattle on pasture gain- 
ed 54 more pounds per animal during a 
91-day pasture period when a treadle 
sprayer was used, compared to no fly 
control. Pyrethrin compounds were the 
insecticides used in the treadle sprayers. 

Backrubbers are also, effective, Jacobs 
says, but only against horn flies and 
other insects found on backs of cattle.

The growth of the association has 
come in conjunction with the growth and 
development of the individual herds 
within the organization .... spurred on 
by a sound promotional and marketing 
program. Over 1,300 head have passed 
through Lamoine Valley’s annual breed- 
ing cattle and club calf sales. Private 
treaty trade has also been active high- 
lighted last year by Ross Hanna’s sale 
of 120 bulls into Florida.

the sifting committee. On the daily 
Chicago markets his steers and heifers 
also hold a top reputation, his heifers 
having hit a last year’s high of 30 cents 
a pound. On two different occasions last 
year he had both steer and heifer market 
toppers on the same day. In 1946 he ex- 
hibited the Grand Champion carcass of 
the International. 

Tilden gets the bulk of his cattle from 
the Steve Sterns 7S ranch in Grant and 
Cherry counties,. Nebraska. This means 
about 600 head per year including both 
steers and heifers. Tilden also buys out 
of the various sales in Nebraska as well 
as picking up between 100 and 200 head 
of purebred calves from the Lamoine 
Valley area. This coming October, Tilden 
will judge the feeder calf show at Chi- 
cago. 

Backbone of the association, of course, 
is the annual breeding cattle sale which 
features the best in herd production. The 
association has an excellent offering of 
cattle which is predominately Eileenmere 
and Bandolier in breeding and affords 
the best in popular families. The as- 
sociation offers as well some of tlhe 
finest direct imported breeding. 

Success of the annual sales can best 
be illustrated by Baylor’s Gammerette 
4th, an outstanding female consigned by 
George Baylor that topped the 1952 La- 
moine Valley sale at $7,000. Her calf 
sold later for $5,400. A daughter of 
Black Grenadier B. F. out of Gammer 
Ebelansa, she was purchased by J. A. 
McGill of Paris, Texas. In the same sale, 
which saw 107 lots average $825, Bill 
Weir consigned Blackcap Bessie 35th of 
Ada, a daughter of Bessolier out of 
Blackcap Bessie 34th of Ada.

COMMERCIAL STOCKER 
& FEEDER SHOW AND SALE 


Presentation of a two day show and 
sale of commercial stocker and feeder 
cattle in connection with the 1957 Ameri- 
can Royal was announced today by Jay 
B. Dillingham, Royal vice-president in 
charge of the livestock show and J. 
Willard Olander, veteran commission 
firm official who will be chairman of the 
event. 


All of the 29 commission firms operat- 
ing at the stockyards here are associated 
in planning the show and sale, to be held 
October 23 and 24th. 1957 American Roy- 
al Live Stock Show dates are October 
19th through October 26th. 


Hundreds of buyers from throughout 
the U. S. are expected to be attracted by 
the new event, Glander said. The con- 
centration of better breeds of cattle which 
the show and sale will attract has already 
resulted in inquiries from many buyers 
who will be new to the American Royal 
this year, he added. 


Animals shipped here for this show 
and sale will be additional entries to the 
nearly 3,000 head of cattle of various 
breeds which are shown in American 
Royal competition each year, and all en- 
tries in this event are to be consigned 
to commission firms operating at the 
Stockyards here. 


A carload of cattle eligible for judging 
shall constitute an entry, Olander said. 
Cattle will be shown in loads of a mini- 
mum of 20,000 lbs., with a maximum 
load weight of 26,000 lbs., he added. 


Commission firms will sort, shape and 
handle all entries for the show and sale. 
No limit has been placed on the number 
of entries by one individual. A minimum 
of 20 head will be considered eligible for 
the sale, but not for the show. 


To be eligible for judging, cattle must 
be shown without special fitting, such 
as clipping of heads and tails. Use of 
knives for stripping is also forbidden, 
Olander pointed out. 


Commission firms here are distributing 
entry blanks to breeders and shippers, 
and all entries must be received by Oct. 
15th. Consignments must be received and 
yarded prior to noon, Tuesday, Oct. 22nd 
to be eligible for judging, Dillingham 
said. 

Stockyards officials are expecting the 
new event to stimulate considerable in- 
terest in carload activities during the A- 
merican Royal, and noted an increase in 
demand here for stocker and feeder ani- 
mals. In order to accommodate the in- 
creased numbers of exhibitors, buyers and 
entries, a new auction ring has been con- 
structed near the American Royal build- 
ing.

(Begins on page 270) 
heritability for such factors as rate of 
gain, feed required per 100 pounds of 
gain, and shows promise of even greater 
feed conversion in the future.” 

Critically overgrazed pastures and 
grassland full of bitterweeds and other 
unpalatable plants are too common in 
Alabama, W. D. Salmon, Experiment 
Station animal nutritionist, said. “This 
problem of pasture fertilization and 
management is something that many of 
our cattlemen need to pay more attention 
to,” he declared. 

“Let’s not count on dry winter pas- 
tures for too much,” Salmon continued. 
“Every year I see hundreds of cows that 
come through the winter in semistarved 
condition, and, by the end of the summer 
grazing season, many of them have 
barely regained the condition that they 
should have been in at the end of the 
winter period.” 

Dr. W. B. Anthony, Experiment Sta- 
tion animal nutritionist, suggested that 
more cattlemen finish out calves to 
heavier weights in feed lots. He re- 
ported that in one Alabama study beef 
calves weighing an average of 381 
pounds were finished to 935 pound Good 
and Choice slaughter animals in about 
10 months on oat grazing and feed lot 
finishing. 

R. C. Farquhar, assistant beef cattle 
and sheep marketing specialist, API 


Agricultural Extension Service, called on 
cattlemen to join the Extension Service 


on-the-farm performance testing pro- 
gram. “An on-the-farm testing program 
is the only way to furnish the number 
of tested bulls needed in Alabama,” he 
said. 

C. C, Mast, beef cattle specialist, VPI 
Agricultural Extension Service, de- 
scribed Virginia’s successful feeder calf 
program. Mortimer Jordan, president of 
the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association, 
pointed to the need for a united front 
for cattlemen, citing as an example the 
recent successful campaign to exempt 
cattle from state ad valorem taxes in 
Alabama. 

W. H. Gregory, API Extension Service 
beef cattle and sheep marketing special- 
ist, led a panel discussion on manage- 
ment practices affecting percentage of 
calf crop. Brood cow and bull replace- 
ment demonstrations were conducted at 
the North Auburn Beef Cattle Research 
Unit by Warren, Patterson, and George 
Meadows, Experiment Station assistant 
animal husbandman. 

About 100 cattlemen attended the 
Short Course which was sponsored by 
the Alabama Cattlemen’s Association, 
API Agricultural Extension Service, and 
animal husbandry and nutrition depart- 
ment of the API School of Agriculture 
and Agricultural Experiment Station.
